ſed memorie, and left not the Citie when the diſcaſe 
was atthe higheſt ; neither then did I omit to viſit and 
cure any that deſired my help, and ever fince in ſome 
ſort I have been helpful co the curing thereof : neither 
will I deſiſt from affording my medicine to the diſca- 
ſed, whileſt God ſpares me life and abiliry. And fur- 
ther, I have here for future publick good, although by 
my own dear experience, ſearched into the ſupernatural 
and dreadful cauſes ſymptomes, criſis, and cures there- 
of; the particulars of all which I have in one of the 
following Treatiſes publiſhed, co the help of my youn- 
ger brethren ; nothing doubting but that ſome of them 
will by their better educations and further experiences 
therein, furmifh the following Ages with betrer docu- 
ments then my ſlenderhefle can unfold : In the mean 
time, ſince that for this fourty years laſt paſt, no Sur- 
geon of our Nation hath publiſhed any book of the 
rrue practice of Surgery , to benefit the younger ſort, 
theſe my mean Treatiſes onely excepted, | defire you to 
accept of my good will inſtead of good deeds, atthe leaſt 
not torejeR it, till better comes in place by ſucceſſion 
of time. 

And ſo not omitting the continuance of my good 
affeion to all my brethren, the ſons. and ſucceſſours of 
E&ſculapius profeſſed Surgeons, I commend youto the

THE PREFACE.” 
Benevolent Reades, 


Hriftian dutie inciteth every man to extol Gods 
great mercics towards mankind, and namely, 
(which is the (cope ofthis enſuing Treatiſe) for 
his bleſſing concerning the gift of healing, and 
for the originall or firſt finders out ofthe Sci- 
lm ence. Inthe arguing whereof, many ancient 

Dax? Þ- and modern .Writers have taken great pains in 
ſearching our and deſcribing (for memories ſake)unto poſteritie, who 
were the firſt diſcoverers of that noble Science or Myſtery of the 
healing mans body , but not withour ſeverall and different opinions, 
and ſtrong contradiQions : Yer, giving venerable and due reſpedt 
untoall, 'T will crave leave for my ſelfrothink and believe that the 
originall foundation of Medicine procceded from God alone; being 
more then ſufficiently explained fo to be by . Moſes that divine Hi- 
ſtoriogripher,in his ſacred Hiſtory of the firſt creation of heaven and 
earth : For he witneſſerh char betore man was created, all herbs and 
plants ſprang out of the bowels of the earth, with their infinite va- 
rietics of flowers and ſeeds, with different: odours, ſapours, colours 
and forms, enducd (no doubt) with manyand great vertues,Soluw ex 
preſcientia Dei,onely of the fore-knowledge of God. Wherefore to 
attribute ſo great excellencies, ſo many wayes in uſc for the health 
and wel-being of mankind;to any other than to the divine bounty of 
God alone, would ſeem (in my apprehenfion) not much lefle than 
blaſphemy ; for it could never be, that humane reaſon could have 
found our the knowledge and vertues of theſe. things, unleſle God 
himſelf by his ſecrer preſcience had ſhewed them to man. 

For God, the Archireor of the world, when in the beginning he 
' created Adam, and inſpired him with the ſpirit of life, made him nor 
onely aliving creature; but alſo indued him with ſuch underſtanding, 
that he knew the natures,the forces, the proper faculties, virtues, and 
dangerous effects of al things which the ſaid univerſal world then con 
tained or produced: ſo that the glory of the invention ofrhe myſtery 
of healing of mans body,came from God himſclf,and may not be ſo 
mach undervalued asto be aſcribed to humane ingenuitie; Yetnever- 
theleſle ( under fayonr ) we may fo far venture ro conceive, that the ,, .. _. 
ſame gift of God,namely the gift of healing,might by his oy Spi- bealing is no

And after Apollo the ſucceeding Inventor is ſaid ro be Aeſculapius, 
which ome Writers ſtileto be his ſonne, brought up in learning by 
hin-,who did ſomewhac more ſct forth and poliſh this Arr, being 
as then rude and ryſtick, and therefore he was reputed as one of the 
gods. Nor longafterchoſerimes ( as Writers report) did flouriſh 
Chyros,termed the Cextanre, who alſo excelled in the knowledge of 
che medicinal plants. - | edt EPO nt) 

This: ſcalapiss (as 'orher ancient Hiſtories witnefſe ) had ww& 
ſonnes, viz. . Podalyrius and - Machann, who followed: their: Fathers 
ſteps, and- profeſſed the arr of Medicine, and cured the wounded 
ſouldiersinthe Trojan Wars;and theſe chiefly pratifed rhat part of 
healing which is now calted Surgery. After. them the knowledge 
oftheatt of Medicine grealy increaſed, though for a time it wasina 
ena lefeby'them to their poſteritic;and:throughtheir ſts 
dic-and diligence es erin part called Phyfick 'which'cureth inward 
diſeaſes, alſo bya nforeiprudent and diligent ſearch found our. © 

* Andfurther,authors wirnefſe, tharoutof this moſt learned A/cu- 

lapius his Stock, did ſpring Hippocrates, begot by Heraclidgnn the Ile of 
Choos, Prince of all thePhyficians har ever were before him, rhoper- 
feed the artor myſtery of Medicine or healing, and digeſted irinto 
- amethod in 'the "Greek! tongue. Andafter him fix handred yeares 
followed Galev, a man not only exquiſite inthe knowledge of Me- 


dicines 
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dicines, buratſo in many other ſciences. And what was tft inthe 
writings of Hippocrates obſcure and inricate,Galentaithfally interpred 
and uſtrarcd ir, and pur it into many Volumes, and eſtabliſhed 
univerſal preceprs, and merhodical rules, and reduced' the Science

And fucrher, weread in Hiſtorics, inthe infancie of phis att, char ir 
was a cuftome amongſt the ans and Aſſyrians, who then were 


ignorant in the art of. healing, to appoint the fick lanouiſhin 
—_— be carried and laid in Porches and Galleries, or any 
them into the Marker places and croffe Streers,that paſſengers might 
counſel! and exhort rhemro choſe things, by which they might eſ- 
chue the like diſcafſes, or had known ſome to be recovered : and ic 
was not lawfull for any one to pafſe by the ſick wth filence, bur he 
maſt utter ſome words of comfortatthe leaſt. | 

Strabo alſo ( a Greek Writer) witneſſeth, that ic was of old a cu- 
ſtome amongſt rhe nord ad the _ = berake themſelves unto 
the Epidawias Temple of Azſculapie, that ilceping there, they might 
be levatthed oma gods in a dream what was pad ae 
healths : and being freed from their diſeaſes, they cauſedthoſe reme- 
dies, by which they were recovered.to be writcen in Tables, and faſt- 
ned tothe poſts of the Temple. Such was thezeal and fuperſtirious 
blindneſs of the heathen people in former ages, and the ceretnionies 
which they performed in a grateful remembrance for future times. 

Alſo Hippocrates is reported to have copicd out all thoſe things, and 
ſo from them firſtro have amended the medicinall art. And it is like- 
wiſe by the anciems reported, that brute creatures have bin much 
conducible to rhe firſt finding our of ſome particulars in this art: ſo 
chat man not only from man, but alſo from brute beaſts and birds,hath 
learned many good things, which by them have been demonſtrated, 
as namely, the vertues of divers herbs, by which they did preſerve 
themſelves from diſeaſes, through the mere inſtinct of nature, (as the 
blindneſs of the young Swallowes is ſaid to be-removed by the herb 
Celedona,&c.) * 

Seeing therefore ſo great and ſo many good helps have concurred 
ropether ro the perfection of this excellent art 6f Medicine, for the 
health and wel-being of mankind, who then needs to doubt thereof, 
or may ſay that ic did not proceed, as from the'beginning, de praſci- 
entia Dei? ſeeing that man,the moſt noble of all the creatures of God, 

arid for whoſe ſake all orher earthly creatures were creared, recciverh 
ſuch unſpeakable comforts thereby: which cauſed Heropbilas herero- 
fore to term the medicinall Science to be the hand of God: for (faith 
he)as we having got a fall, 'do with our ſtretched-out hand endeyour 
to fxee our ſelves out of that dirt or pit we were fallen into z even ſo 
we, being at the point of death by the aſſaulrs of ſickneſfe,do ſuccour 
our ſelves by rhe ſaluriferous remedies of good Medicines, and 'do 
_ thereby,as it were,draw our (elves out of the jaws of death; ſoas He- 
mer,che Prince of the Greek Poets, doth affirm in his verſes, that one 
good manthar can heal well, is more worth then divers ether men 
12norant 
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ignorant in that art : for whar perſon is, or can be more neceſſary, or 
more uſefull in any Common-wealth or place,then the expert Artiſt, 
Skilfull in the divine ſcience of healing? which Science bringeth a'man 
in favour with men of all degrees, yea, to be acceptable to Princes 
Kings and Emperors, being both profitable and commoedious every 


whereto Prince and people for the preſerving of health, and repelling 


of diſcaſes from them and their ſubjeats, which alſo gaineth ro-him- 
ſelf hohour and riches : for,as Hiſtories record, unto Hippocrates by 
King Abderas(for healing of Democritas his madneſſe) was given an 
extraordinary great reward ; and moreover the heathen nation, men, 
womenand children, gathered themſelves rogether, and in atrium: 
phant manner proclaimed him( with aloud voice ) to bethe ſaving 
god, and honoured him with the name of Pater Patrie, the father of 
their Countrey. And the Mthenians, becauſe he had freed Athens 
from the peſtilence, celebrated playes with triumphant pomp to his 
honour, placing on his head a crown of gold weighing a thouſand 
crownes, and honoured him with the great magnificence of a King z 
and likewiſe built him a ſtatue for a perperuall cternizing of his wiſe- 
dome and learning. | 

It is alſo reported by ancient Writers,that one Eraſiſtrativs, Ariftoiles 
nephew, reccived by a voluntary contriburion from King Prolomie, 
an hundred talents of gold,as a reward, for that he reftored his ſonne 
to health from a deſperate diſcafe : and likewiſe, that Augaſtus the 
Emperor appointed rich ſtatues to be ſet up tothe honour of Antont- - 
us Muſa: and that one Qwuintus Stertinius received yearly for abour 
50, years together,our of the Emperors treaſury atRome,twelve thou- 


- ſandcrowns for his great skill in the myſtery of healing :- and char 


if any ſick perſon of ſort did call him our of the Citie for his advice, 
he did pay him 50, crownes a day for his skill. Morcover, it is ſaid, 
that for curing Pope Hoenorius the third, he every moneth received 
foure hundred crownes out of the Treaſurie of Rome. 

Ancient Hiſtories-make mention, that in former times the moſt no- 
ble and honourable perſonages(yea, Kings and Princes) were greatly 
delighted intheRudy thereof,cſteeming themſelves much graced and 
dignified thereby ; and thereupon, being greedy of getting renown, 
have given plants denominations from ther own names, as Gentian 
from Gentins King of the 4ſyriens ; Lyſimachie,an Engliſh warer-wil- 
low, from Lyſimachus King of the Macedonians; 'the compoſition of 
Mithridate from Mithridates King of Pontus and Bythinia; the herb 4- 
chilles from Achilles, Centanri from Chyr on the Centaure, Arthemeſia 
from Caria Queen pf Arihemafia. And further, Writers doaffirm, 4t- 
zalus King of Pergamus,Solomen King of the Fewer, Ewax King ofthe 
Arabians, and Iubs King of the Moores, with infinite more ( to0 
long to recite ) did as.it were burn with a defire of learning the: me- 
dicinall arc,ſome inthe herball part, others inthe ſcarchingthe ver- 
rues: of drugs, others of minerals, and did alſo write and compoſe 
wholevolumes in. that Myſteric, for the benefit of poſteritie yer 
extantzwhercin arc contained infinite ſalutiferous Antidores, by the 

mixeure 
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mixture of many fimples into one medicine. 

And whereas there hath been a queſtion amongſt ſome of the An- * 
cients, by what name they may moſt properly call the Artiſt ; the 
more learned ſort are juſtly ftiled by thetitle of Phyſicians, and the 
more experienced ſort are called Chirurgions,or Surgeons; by means 
whereof, ſometimes there hath grown difference flence, which 
I doe adviſe cach diſcreet Surgeonto avoid, and that hey give the 
Phyfician his due honour and precedence, compariſons being odious 
and unmannerly amongſt good men. Alſothe Artiſt of old, before 
che art was diſtinguiſhed, was called amongſt the Grecians Tatros,and 
amongſt the Latines, Medicus, and in our countries ancient language, 
by report,he was termed a Leech: and all thoſe denominations fignific 
no other thing but one and the ſame,viz. 4 carer of diſeaſes, ſickneſſes, 
wosnds, apoſtmnes ulcers, &c. | 

And whereas ail men may judge ſuch infirmities cannnt be cured 
without fit inſtruments, whichare firſt and chiefly by the hand of 
man, (who doth make ready fir medicaments and applications) to be 
adminiſtred tothe foreſaid diſcaſes in due order and time : The firſt 
inftrumental parr of Medicine was,and is,that which both the ancient 
and later writers term Chirurgie,or the Handy part of healing. 

The ſccondis Dieta : a ſpecial inftrument to cure, without which 
neither wounds, apoſtumes, ulcerations,nor tumors againſt nature 
(as Hippocrates and Galen do affirm)can well be cured ; for that diet 
muſt be preſcribed according to the temperature of the body, and na- 
ture of the wounded part: and Galen allo preſcribeth a dier for thoſe 
that have ulcerations, whether cancrous or otherwiſe proceeding. 
Whercfore I conceive him to be no-juſt and charitable | ney that 
denierh this inſtrament, namely diet, ro belong to a Chirurgion as 
well as to a Phyſician: for that reaſon and experience both do allow 
and approvethereof, as an unlimitable inſtrument, fine quibw eſſe ne- 
quit. And whereas Galen ſaith, in lib. 3. De methods medendi, all arts 
are grounded upon experience and reaſon: it any one can declare, ci- 
rher by experience or reaſon, a way how to cure ulcers, tumors, 
wounds, fiſtulaes and other like diſeaſes incident ro mans body,as rhe 
French Pox, the Plague &c. the cures of which diſeaſes by ſtarute 
Lawes are appointed to Surgeons,and todo it withour the uſe of di- 
et,and other both inward and outward helps, which theſe learned: 
men (as Hippocrates and Galez ) uſed,and have withno ſmall labour 

| foundour by reaſon and experience,then I will eaſily yield, and be 
glad rolearn,and will not onely learn, bur highly exrol ir : bur ifon 
the contrary, no man can ſhew me any other way to heal the former 
recited diſeaſes; then I ſee no juſt hinderance, bur that each true Ar- 
iſt; being legally a Surgeon expert, may and ought freely to make 
uſc of diet to perform his cures. 

| The third general inſtrument uſed in the cuting of diſeaſes, iSPhar- 

macum,in Latine, Medicamentum,or Medicine,granted to be of ſeveral 
{orts.Each man will conceive that medicine is a principal part of hea- 
ling and curing of ſores,diſcafes and fickneſſes : for who is hethar

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can curea wound, a tumor, an ulcer, yea, butan ague with his hand 
onely, without firting medicines © Surely no man: Then it muſt 
neceſſarily follow,that Chyrurgia, Diets, & Pharmacum, vi3. Surgery 
Dier and Medicines ( I mean both outward and inward) arc unſcpa- 
rable companions, and therefore all co be uſed in the: art of curing 
mans body ; agAthar inthe perſon of one man, and why not in the 
Surgeon that pradiſerh in military occaſions, as in ſhips and camps 
more eſpecially? where neither his Majeſtic nor the Merchant allow- 
cth Phyſicians nor Apothecarics any place,and there the whole ſcope 
of healing the. bodies of the braveſt and moſt valiant warriours and 
hardie Sea-men,are upon all occafions wholly reterred to the $kill of 
the Surgeon . Wheretore it were a very ungodly thing, and inrea- 
ſon moſt unjuſt, to forbid a Surgeon to learn all, or any thing char 
concerneth his calling : and all choſe that are of opinion to hinder a 
Surgeon from uſing outward and inward medicines, have quite miſ- 
conſtruedHippoerates andGaler,ſhewing themſelv's enemies to art,rea- 
ſon, and true experience,for that it is manifeft, each of theſe aforeſaid 
three branches of healing,do mightily further the other, ro make the 
Surgeons cures pertea ; for by theſe three together, and not by any 
one of them fimp ly of it ſelf and alone, we may boldly conclude ro 
have healed well and honeſtly, and as we ſhould do. 

I have,I confeſs,too long inſiſted upon this argument, bur the cauſe 
is, there be ſome atthis day that do indeavor to ſever the inſtruments 
of healing aſunder, againſt che publick good, for their own private lu- 
cre,and would have inward medicine practiſed onely by themſelves, 
and confine the Surgeon onely ro outward medicine, and outward 
healing,as one Trages an ancient Writer maketh mention, affirming, 
that there were certain ſorrs of men in his dayes which did uſe the 
art of curing ſeyerally ; namely,ſome by inward medicines onely, and 
ſome by outward,and ſome by diet onely,every one according to his 
education and profeſſion of curing : all cheſe three contending, and 
each one affirming his way the beſt;in conclufon, their errours were 
confuted by Hippocrates,who gave rocach ofthem(as learned Writers 
affirm)a patient tocure,whom all of them endeavouring to recover, 
failed in their performance : notwithſtanding, afterward by the wiſe- 
dome and skill of Hippocrates,they all were reconciled and united;for 
he,having well weighed and conſidered cach of their weakneſſes and 
errours, willed them apart to ſer down how long time he, or they 
would take, to cure. his or their appointed diſcaſed patients; where- 
upon he andthe reſt agreed ona ſer time;which being expired, Hr 
pocrates found that although *each Artiſt had ſhewed his urmoſt ckill, 
yet their patients were nor accordingly cured. Herqupon he with 
much mildnefſe and kind perſwafions ( as is reeorded ) (o appea- 
ſed and inftrufted them, that cach of them by the very ſame means 
and medicines they formerly rook, being all uſed rogetherroeach 
party,quickly and perfeRly cured their ſeverall patients. Whereby al- 
ſo it is maniteſt, that it is not juſt nor ſafe for theCommon-wealth, 
neither can it be approved,thar the beſt of the antient Fathers in _ 
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fick and Surgery did, or indeed could divide or ſeparate theſe three _ 
parts of healing. | | | ©M

orh«rs ſay, that a Surgeon ought not to give inward medici 
wishouc the counſel of a Phyſician. To clear this, I anſwer, "Ef 
it is expedient and juſt, where learned counfell Haggpe body eaake

caſts; and choſe were juſtly to be inhibited, as in every well governed 
Common-weakh it is fit ic ſhould be. Bur as concerning worthy 
Artiſts, wi Surgeons apprpocd by the Lawes of the Realme, they 
ought 19 be free co exerciſe their are ; and the ſazac Anthor con- 
cludes with Mr. Geles compariſon { who wasa lategood Writer in 
Surgery)which upon the like difference. be then made of a Shipwri 

and a Carpenter, who were both of neceſlicie ro uſt oneand | lame 
inſtruments ro perform their ſeverall works wighiall : eycnſo mwſt 
evety honeſt Artift,legally bred inthe are of medicine, be tolcrargd 
to practiſe, by whae title {ocver you pleaſe ro ea him..

hand; andtherefore is rightly termed Medicus Chirwrgs,and thereby 
is capable to uſe all medicines for healing. Andit ſo, of neceſſitic he 


- muſt not be foghigden lawtull praQtice, otherwiſe how ſhall he well 


orm his (cope of healing,when he is cither in Ship, -in Cawp, or 


- bux any where in the Countrey, where Phyſicians cicher are not ar 


hand,or will not come, as when and wherecontagious diſeaſes hap- 

,namely,the ſmall and great pox,or the peſtilence,8&c. Now here 
in all conſcience the Surgeon is to be admitted to ſhew hisurmoſt 
Skill for healing mens infirmities, without danger of any Law, if he 


' be a manlawfully called as aforeſaid, ro the exerciſe thereof : other-= 


wiſe it were very unreaſonable that the Surgeon alone ſhould be 
preſſed our of the healing of his Majeſtics ſubjects, where no Phyſi- 
cian norApothecary is admired to adviſe, affiſt or dire him,and yer 
ro pra@iſe ſhould be held unlawfull for him;when he performeth his 
beſt inany a&ion or part of healing for his patients good. Bur God be 
"rhanked, there are both ancient arid modern good Laws, Orders and 
Ordinances, which do manifeſtly enable a Sutgeonto exerciſe his ſci- 
ence,and+o breed up ſervants to be expert therein;for the berrer con- 
cipuance of the art,and for the furute encreafe of good and able Sur. 

ns, forthe ſervice of his Majeſtie,and the: Common-wealth. And 
co manifeſt rhe fame,' his Highneſs not onely allowcththe uſe of in- 
ward and phyſical-drugs' and medicines ts the Surgeonsfor his own 
ſervice; but is furthetgrariouſly pleaſed (out-ofhis own Coffers) ro 
hy them, as elſewhere inthis Treatiſe more at large 'will appear. 


' Thus'much in generall by-way of Prefice,*Now the Author in 
this following Treariſe deſires 'to excuſe hirſelf, by way of Apolo- 
ge, to the Chirurgicall Reader, for his over: forwardnefle in the 
unfolding to the vulgar whar hetiath tereafre? done by his explain- 
Jng-6fa'Surgeons-Cheſt ; which he never intended, untill (wolens vs- 
lenpfhe was put upon it, who, having in his youtiger daies (pen divers 
yearSinttavel in forraign nations; for the gaining of knowledge and 
expeticnccin his <Aling, ſetled himſelf in-Zoddon, where, according 
to the Weak talenr-of his education, . he endeavourcd ro obtain fome 
anſwerable perfeRion therein, thar ſo by doing good he might give 
the berter' aceountof rhe dutic of his calling; by curſing'of ſuch as 
committed'themſclves to his weak kill; in which endeavours be-

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ſervants repoſcd in him, inſtigated him to imploy all his endeavours 
ro anſwer their ſo great cruſt impoſed on him : Farthe cffeRing 
whereof, hee had no way better to recompence them,then by redu- 
cing their Surgeons Cheſts, with all the particulars chereof, into 
an order and method , which was never undertaken before by any, 
although very requiſtte : bur being once done, it gould not onely 
benefit them, bur alſo be a perpetual good tor < fervice of his 
Majeſtic, and the Common-wealth : tar by want hereof the ſaid 
Eaſt India Companic, and many of their ſervants, as alſo many other 
publike aQions abroad of great conſequence, bave ſuffered much 
and namely, by unworthy impoſtors under the pares of Surgeons, 
( rothe diſhonour of God, and ſcandal! of the rrue profeſſors of the 
art of Surgerie, by many miſcries undergoae both by the hardic 
Sea-man, and valiant Souldicr,) For remedic whereof, and in wan£c 
of ſome more learned and expert then himſelfe, he undertook rhe 
work; the ſaid honourable Company bcing ever moſt willing, with= 
out limitation or grudging, to beare the reaſonable charge thereof, 
and to give approbation ot the Authours weak endeavours, (which 
otherwiſe could never have bcen done) who (through Gods mercie 
and their favourable acceprance thereof) hath performed the ſaid 
charge,and continued their ſervant (ro their coments) for full rwen- 
tic foure yeares alreadie : Yet notwithſtanding, his dutic (by rcafon of 
che truſt repoſed in him by his ſaid honourable Maſters) was noc 
therein fulfilled z for he was (if he would fabricate a new invented 
Surgeons Gheſt ) alſo tied in Conlcience to inſttu@ all and every 
Surgeon (that was to make uſe thereof in their ſervices ) inthe 
knowledge and uſc of all {uch medicines and new inventions as were 
of his produdtian and indution. And although i well might be 
conceived divers of them in knowledge otherwile exceeded him, yer 
neverthelcſs inthe erue ufe of new medicine,how good ſoever, which 
he had intruded upon them, not being within their owne former 
breeding and pratice, he was obliged alſo to inſtruct them in the 
uſcs and dangers incident by miſtakes, ( fic ro be foreſeenc } and 
that by writing. As alſo he was further tied ( for his ewne reputa- 
tion ſake ) to performe the ſame in ſore methodicall and plaine 
Way. 

And becauſe untill that time no Writer(that he could poſſibly finde 
ont) hadever handled or written any thing worthie of note of thar 
ſubje&, namely, ofthe merhodicall compoſure of a militarie Sur- 
geons Cheſt z he was put upon the toyle and ſtudje of new inven- 
tions, for the fit compoſure of medicines and inſtryments, and that 
wirhogt the helpe of Authours, yea, and without the help ofthe 
Surgeons themſelves, that wereto uſe the ſaid Cheſts, who (cſpeci- 
ally the more ignorant ſort ofthem)for their own private ends, and 
in part to cover their imperfeRions and abſurdities, forcibly with- 
ſtood him. Yer notwithſtanding all ſuch diſcouragements, after he 
perceived in himſelf any hope or abilitic - citeRiog the worke, he 
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roceeded on with courage, being confident of the goodnefle and 
uſcfulneſſe thereof, for the preſerving of mens lives and limbes; and 
would alſo in time to come prove'profitable both tor the ſervice of 
his Maicſtie, and the whole Common-wealth, as at this day is ma» 
nifeſt. 

- Forthis Wpxk hath already turned the whole compoſure of the 
Surgeons Cheſt into its own forme and method, both plain and ca- 
ſic, being free fromall exceptions of abſurd fraud or colluſion, and 
alſo free from the former obſcure, imperfe and ridiculous errours, 
and impertinent intruſions, whereby every unworthy ignorant impo- 
ſtor (as under a vizzard of hidden ski* made uſe of the art of Surge- 
ry,and thereby put up whatſoever they plcaſed intotheir Cheſts, un- 
der prexenceof extraordinarie $kill, great ſecrers,unvaluablc,unſear- 
chable, and not to be prized treaſures, ( which long time they had 
conccaled)bur being ſearched into, appeared for the moſt part faulty, 
fraudulent,and full of poore blinde ignorance:whereby,as is ſaid,di- 
vers unskiltul perſons intruded themſelves,not onely to be entertain- 
ed intothe Merchants beſt ſhips, bur alſo into his Majeſtics ſervice, 
yea, and that into his beſt ſhips, as great Surgeons, without. either 
judgement, ſound medicines, or once viewing of any their provi- 
fions, and without examining any their abilities in-their callings;ma- 
king their abbettors believe that thoſe which ſought to view their | 
Surgeons Cheſts,came bur tolearn ſome of their (no) kill, or for 
ſome of their (leſle) money at he faireſt. 

Finally, though the worſt might ſcem never ſo commodious, yer 
not onelyto ſuch as before are rehearſed, but even to Sea-Surgeons 
inpenerall, ir ſeemed harſh and unreaſonable; and namely (where- 
in in part they were to be excuſed ) for that their exceptions had 
a good ſhew of reaſon, in that they held it not fit that one Surgeon 


-ſhould make ready a Cheſt for another Surgeon, and the abſent Sar- 


geon not verſed in the praQtice of the things made and appointed for 
his uſe : and this was held not onely unjuft, bur ridiculous ; and 
that juſtly, had not inſtructions, namely; the Surgeons Marte been 
written. And it hath fince been obſerved (the inſtructions being 
put forth ) that che ſame abſent Surgeons, after better informing 
themſelves (by the Authors direfion ſer forth in Print) of the in- 
regritie and innocent way thereof, - with the fairneſſe of the Worke 
alſo, and the utilitic of the ſaid Treatiſe, have commended it, and 
approved thereof: ſo that by a few. yeares practice of the younger 
ſort of Surgeons, it is now brought into common uſe and generall 
good liking ; ſo that it hath gotten credit, andir is with all Surge- 
ons common inuſe, yea, even in his - Majeſties ſervice, being firſt 
made iſe of in the Rechell Expedition, and the Author then having 
the charge of preſſing, furniſhing, and ordering of his Highnefle 
whole Navic and Land ſervices, with Surgeons, and Surgeons 
Mares, with all their proviſions. 

This preſent Work, being now the third Edition,as it were {be 
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method of the Surgeons Chelt, the Authour entreats ( as the for- 
mer hath had ) may receive a charitable Conſtruion upon the 
egreſſe thereof ; and albeit the þenevolent Reader (no doubt ) may 
ſce and apprehend divers errours and meane paſſages thereir , 
(diſcovering thereby the Authours many weakneſſes.) yer that he 
of his clemency would either amend chem, or in lgye cover them, 
conſidering that Facilius eft inventis addere, quaſy nevs invenire. 

And further, if any Reader of his own calling, condemne or con- 
temne him, for ſo farre explaining the hidden myſteries of the art 
cothe Vulgar, ſaying, By your rules every. young youth may pro- 
cecd, not onely to furniſh, bur alſo to make ſomeuſeof a Surgeons 
Cheſt, though he never truely ſerved for ir, The which the Au- 
thour will confeſſe ro be an errour and weaknefſe in him, and there- 
fore craveth pardon; bur withall (for his defence) alledgeth, Thar 
he had an carneſt deſire by ſuch an errour to doe a publike good, nor 
onely forthe benefit of every worthy young Surgeon, bur chiefly, 
and indeed for the Common-weal, and ſateric of the lives and limbs 
of many of his Maicfties loving ſubicdts : |

Now, unleſs the Surgeons Cheſt had been reduced into a method, 
could one Surgeon ar ſea well have ſucceeded another inthe uſe af 
a pratice unknown unto him ?. For by death all mens thoughts 

riſh, and ſo doth every mans private inventions and praQtiſes ; and 

y conſequence, his death might have produced much dammage 
upon (otherwiſe) a hopefull deſigne, the want whereof many a wor- 
thic and valiant ſea-man, by lamentable experience hath fels, betore 
the Surgeons Cheſt was thus digeſted ; becauſe then every unwot- 
thic Surgeon ( how weak, as is ſaid, or deficient ſoever) had power, 
ifhe pleaſed, to practiſe, ro the diſhonour of God, the ſcandall of 
that moſt laudable Myſteric of healing, and the great danger of 
mens lives - procured by their ignorance and errour : for things 
known may be indged of, but unknown things ſtand by hazzard and 
chance: |

Likewiſe the explaining thereof hath nor onely much enrich- 
. edthe Profeſſion of the Apothecaries, by undertaking the making, 
ſelling art their Shoppes, and tranſporting beyond the Seas , of 
many Chirurgeons Cheſts, for perſens ( unknown to them ) inha- 
biting in forreigne parts; but alſo enabled them ar their pleaſures 
to have for ſale , and for his Maieſties ſervices, complete , 
( or in part ) Chirurgeons Cheſts ever readic : unto all _— 
airh- 
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faichfull Aporhecaries, the Auchour wiſheth proſpericic and happi- 
neſle. = 

And laſtly, it hath divers waycs brovght advantage and good to 
the whole Sociene of Surgeons ; in {o much thar his Majeſtie, by the 


Lords of his Highnefſe moſt Honourable Privie Councell, hath 


caken noriee thereof, and, obſcrving the utilitie that ic produceth te 
the Common-Wealth forthe ſaving of the lives and limbes of bis 
Highneſlc ſubje&s in time of Warre, hath been graciouſly pleaſed 
toallow a free bencyolence, out of his Coffers, towards the ſame, 
for all (tips imployed in bis ſervice : which allowance was never 
granted before by any of his Highneſſe noble Progenitaurs, the

Some have already accuſed the Authour to have loſt time in 
writing of the Cures of divers diſeaſes, farre better written of by 
others. Whichalchough he cannor deny, but thartche accuſation 
is juſt, yet anſwereth, That if each Surgeons Mate had experi- 
ence, With a Libraric, and iudgement to uſe ir, his labours were 
then in vain and idle: and to ſuch as have theſe helps, or thar per- 
feQion, the Authour intends not theſe his Jabours ; and to that

Ad d Mare, may (in my opinion) well be di- 
vided into three parts, whereof the firſt concerneth his 
dutic toGod,who ſeeth not as man ſeeth, and who is the 
ſearcher of the heart, and knoweth inens thoughts long 
before, whom if he and | have the graceto honour with 
our whole hearts and fear, he wil dire our waies aright. 
The ſecond dutie of the Surgeons Mate, is concerning 
the chief Surgeon, rowards whom he muſt be carefull 
ro behave himſelf wiſely, lovingly and diligently - and 
in many reſpeRs he is obliged tb his/Mate as the wife to 
her husband , for he ought co beto him in every point 
readie to obcy his reaſonable will, I mean onely in 
things concerning his calling dutifull diligent, willing, 
carctull,ſecrer, and loving,yea, and to ſhew his love in 
covering his Mates weakneſs: he ought alſo to be gentle, 
and kind in ſpecch and ations towards all : pitifull to 
them that are diſeaſed, and diligent in mimſtring to 
them ſuch fitting remedies as he ſhall receive, 6f be di- 


rected to give from his Mate, but note without his or- 
der, forthat his Mates order, I mean the Surgeons ot- 
der,is his diſcharge or warrant,whatever happeh: yet let

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him privately lend his beſt adviſero his Mate, the prime 
Surgeon,upon every needfull occaſion, kindly, ſubmiſ- 
ively and loving] ,cyer as under correction; for if com- 
pariſons or ation take place betwixt them, it is not . 
onely dangerous to all the ſhips company, bur alſo a 
diſgrace tFthemſelves, and a great ſcandal to their cal- 
ling : for avoyding which,jtis fit that the yonger obey 
the elder,and beware of the contrary leſt it be repented. 
r00 late. S. Paul adviſeth ſervants to obey froward Ma- 

ſters, ſo I adviſe Surgeons Mates to do the like to fro- 
ward Surgeons : for it ſheweth no excellent thing ina 
yong man to pleaſean honeſt quiet man, but tolive in 
love with an ambitious, or otherwiſe a froward vicious 
man,ſheweth wiſdom in the ſufferer. I would not fo 
ſtand upon this wa but that my experience hath 
known roo much the great harm that hath enſued by 
the diſſention of the Surgeon and hisMate in Iong voya- 
ges, the which with diſcretion and love might have bin 
prevented, if but one of them both had bin wiſe. The 
Surgeons Marte ought alſo daily to viſit the Cabins of 
men,to ſee who hath any ſickneſle or imperfeRion:alſo 
to have ready againſt occaſion lint made, Plaiſters ſpred, 
Splints armed, Needles prepared for ſtitching wounds, 

Rowlers and Boullters, Dorſels, Tents, Buttons, Caps, 
Pledgents,Tapc,rowling necdles,: and threed prepared, 
and each other necdful 'thing for his calling, ready in 
their convenient places fitted againſt occaſion be. Like- 
wile his care mult be to keep all the inſtruments of the 
Cheft,and ofthis own Box,clean from ruſting and to ſet 
his Lancets and Raſors as oft as need is. It may be he wil 
ſay to himclf,jr 1s a baſe = belonging to meer Bar- 
bers and Grinders,l never gave any mind toit, &c. But 
let me friendly tell the Surgeons Mate, it is the credit of 
ayong Artiſt to take a vein ſmoothly and neatly,as alſo 
to ſhave well is praiſe-worthy : wherefore I wiſh him 
to praRtiſe to do it,and to be ever learning, for Iam ſure 
he ſhall never know half he ought to know, though he

Thirdly, if he enter into confideration wherefore he 
goeth ro-Sea, and hazzardech his life. I ſuppoleiris to 
gain,or he is unwile:if cogain, the chicf gain he can in- 
tend, being a Marc, is knowledge in his calling. Then ler 
him conſider wiſely how he may beſt apply himſelf co 
efte& ſuch gains, namely by obſerviag the whole paſſa. 
ges of the diſcaſed people,confidering both whenthey

Medicines: 1 heartily wiſh each Surgeons Mate were 
carefull ins theſe points. Another good way fot him to 
learn is, 10 read much, | mean in Chyrurgery and Phy- 
ſick, and well ro confider and bear in mind what he 
reads,thac as he hath need ofthe help of his Books, he 
may again find the thing he once read, which will turn _ 
much to his profic : for otherwiſe what uſe hath a man 
of reading, if he forget it preſently ? If a Surgeons Mats 
ſpend his time wiſely in the premiſes; he may do good 
ſervice to God, his Countrie, and himlelf,and che bene- 

fit will be his, namely Gods favour, preferment, credit 
andreputxcion in the world will be gained thereby, 
which will bring abundance. of good things with it, 
which God grant for his mercie fake.

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The firſt ecrour ſome yong Surgeons are poſlelt with, 
from which infinite others grow, is the want ' of the 
ſervice of God, the example whereof to their Mates is 
very infe&ious;and this bringeth with ir a blaſpheming 
the name of ke Almightic, a general deboiſt and bale 
kind of habit on them, ready for all unprofitable, idle, 
and unſeemly ations, 'and unapt for to proſecute any 
good thing,cither in their callings, or otherwiſe : andif 
they ſeem to beany thing, it is in boſting and brave phra- 
ſes,cenſuring other men in many things, but not percei- 
ving their own wretchedneſs at all.Being given and de- 
dicatedto the Pot and tybacco-pipe in ſuch an unreaſo- 
nable meaſure, that thereby they become in themſelves 
baſe,deſpiſing yertue andcommending vice;and totheir 
Mares they ſhew themſelves moſt unkind, keeping that 
little knowledge they have from them, nor inſtructing 
them at all in their Science, and holding them in more 
baſe ſubie&ion then their maſters ever did in their ap- 
prentiſhip. Alſo of a proud lahie diſpoſition command- 
ing them (without due inſtrutions)to do the whole bu- 
ſineſs,when indeed themſelves oughtto put their hands 
even to thoſe parts of Surgery which they eſteem baſeft, 
for the moſt lamencable diſeaſes of poor men require the 
moſt care of the Surgeon, as for example, the ulcerati- 
ons and {lidings downof Ani or the Arſ-gut, which ſome 
in diſdaining to do their office of fomenting,comforting 
and reſtoring thereof to the due place, moſt inhumanely 
have cut it off, when with as good a conſcience they 
might have cut their Patients his throat: and the ſame I 
 fay to him that is negligent, and ſuffereth ſuch to periſh 
ig their infirmities, without doing his utmoſt diligence. 
I could name ſome of the parties who have much diſgra- 
ced themſelyes and the noble Science : but I will be cha- 
ritable, hoping they will amend, and conclude with an 
old Grammer verl, worthy the remembrance of al men,

ments, and other materials and needtull addiraments, uſefull for a 
Surgeons Cheſt, for Sea or Land, to be provided with . as alſo ſuch 
neceſſaries as by the ſhip Barbers are fir ro be had in readineſle. In the 
ſecondwiew of the Surgery Cheſt, is deſcribed (and as it were (er 
open t& be viewed) a Cheſt firted for a great Ship upon a long 
Voyage for Sea ſervice ; as ſuppoſe for an Eaft India Voyage. And 
wherein this ſecond is not ſufficiently explained, the firſt ( if you 
pleaſe to repair unto it ) ſhall give you further ſarisfaQion. As for 
rhe third proportion, it is a Surgeons Cheſt epitomized, or a ſpa- 
ring proportion,as ſuppoſe chiefly ordained for the curing of wounds 
either with Gun-ſhot or other caſualties, and accidents in his Maje- 
ſties ſervice for a Voyage on a ſudden, to ſerve upon or near our 
own Coalt, where additions ( if occaſion be ) cannot be wanting in 
every Port Town. Unto all which proportions as cach occaſion of 
uſe ſhall urge, relation may be had, in regard each one of them 
differ in many and divers reſpes from the other. In which my in- 
deavours, it any of the more ſharp witted ſparks of the time, I mean 
any of my younger brethren, ſhall ſhew his greater skill, and ſay, I 
canyet adde many mote needfull particulars, which the Author 
hath in his neſcience omitced as an acute verball youth did not long 
ſince in my hearing, he not knowing me to be the Author : ro whom 
I made a ſhort, though it may be not a reſpeRive anſwer, that a fool 
could doe as much.

the whole, (Naw: verbum [at ſapienti) leaving juſt libertic, with room 
ſufficient, for tvceeding times to ſhew their inventions and excellen- 
cies, as alluding to the wiſe ſaying of Hippocrates in his firſt and (c- 
cond Aphoriſmes, Yita brevis eſt : Mans life is ſhort, Ars longs 
eff, Artis long. In which regard the diſcreet young Artift, that 
hath time enough before him, is hereby defired ro forbear 
his cenſure of the weak endeavours of the Author, untill 
he have cffeRed a better of his own, and more

gan | LY ly, if the Patient may by any better way receive

DE as '" proceed inthe name of God. Bhr nore well, that 
this inſtrument is i lefſe uſed amongſt diſcreer Arriſts of our time, 
then ir was in former ages : for it was ever accuſtomed to be ar band 
for theopening of any Apoſturne ſuppurated, many of which now 
are farre more conveniently done by cauſtick medicines. For in truth 
it is aproſle errour in the Surgeon, and painfull to the Parient (or- 
dinarily as ſome do) to open Tumors by incifion, and pur tents into 
the orifice, by which occafionin ſhore time the Artiſt is enforced ci- 
ther to.new inciſion, or to dilate the orifice with a Spunge, or Elderor 
Gentian roots, thereby alſo including the peccant matter within the 
apoſtamared part, from one opening to another, which ought to have 
continuall paſſage, whereas the cauſtick medicine ſaveth all that 1a- 
bour, with great honourto the Artiſt, and no ſmall profic and conve- 
nicnceto the diſeaſed. Bur as couching ſmal apoſtumes in the mouth, 
chroat,and gums, incifion is beſt : in which cafe I hold a fine launcer 
is moſt comely, and much fiteer then alarger inciſion knife : and note 
that in all incifions whatſoever are to be made in any part of the bo- 
dy, it behoveth the Surgeon to regard if he inciſe deep, thar he do it 
aS nearas hecan according tothe length of the Muſcles:and alſo ir is 
commendable in an artift to be very carefull ro hide his ſharp inſtru- 
ments(as much as is poſfible)from the ſight of the Patient, for many

they ruſt not: and that he onely bring forth into the aire one ar 
once.

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band made of woſted gartering isthe beſt, or of a ſtrong fine liſt, for all 
bands made of filk or linnen, will flide back. Let him remember alſo that 
; he tie not two knots upon the band,for that requireth coo murh trouble 
in giving the veine vent: if he uſe wollen band, one ſliding boe-knor 
will ſerve , which is eaſic ro be loofſned or faſtened, where you would 
caufe it to bleed more or lefſe. - Note alſo, that the band be turned twice 
about the arme ere you: tie it : alfo that this knor lic aloft on the top of 
the arme, and onthe outſide of theetbow, and nor too near the joynr 
orthe place where the veine isto be opened: that he never opena veine 
bur firlt he have ready a band and' bolſter ro make ir up again : that 
his launcdts be not too ſpear pointed, I mean ſmall pointcd : for the 
broadeft pointed- Lanneets make'rhe beſt work : likewiſe that orifice 
belarge, 'not deep, ye nor overtarge; for it is overlarge when the blood 
rumbleth out without a ſtream, for that ſpendeth roo much the ſpirits, 
and itis alſo roo narrow when the ſtream is ſmall, and the veine is 
puffed up with wind. Noe alſo, that if your Patient incline to faincneſle 
or {wounding, you cauſe him berimes two rhruft his longeſt finger of the 
other hand inco his throat, - and alittle provoke himſelf to caſting, it 
helperh preſently ; lex him reiterate the ſame work if occaſion be. 
y pa he chance on a ſuddain, as oft it happenerh,to be gone ina ſwound, 

Seware you lay himnot on his back with his head roo low, asit is uſual 
with fome to do, for ſo you may chance to loſe him. 1 have ſeen 
che like once done by an ignorant blood-letter + whereforc remember 
ic, bur rather bend him with one arme forewards, and with your other 
hand ſtop very cloſe his mouth and noſtrels, and in very ſhort time you 
ſhall perceive wind to come, and it will gather to his mouth, and he will 
Atrive for breath, then let go your hand, and all is well ; and as oftenas 
he fainteth do fo. This is a ſafe conrſe, which with good fuccefleI hayc 
uſed from my youthto this day. 

Further note,'thar ar ſea, eſpecially where freſh food or good nouriſh- 
ment is not at hand, it is good to be ſparing in the quantity of blood to be 
raken away, and rather often take blood away, then too much ar once, 
except bload abound roomuch, which is not caftly judged by every 

oung Artiſt. For ſometimes the party is idle-headed by diltemper of the 
[iood, which by cooling broths and julips ought rather ro be tempered ; 
providing alfo, that he have the benefic of nature, I mean a looſe body, 
or be provoked thereto y das and by this means rather ſeck to cure, 
then by raſh Pplebotemy ; for you muſt confider that in the blood conſi- 
fteth che life of man : 'whetefore, be not raſh in that work ; and as is faid, 
hold ever this rule, chat ifthe Paricnt neither on the day thou wouldeſt 
opena Vain,noron the day | before we have had a ſtoole, that thouar- 
rempt noteolet him: blood before firſt he hath had one ſtoole pracured 
him ar theleaſt,;if not: more z which is ſooneſt and ſafcft done bh a ſup- 
politoty > che next ſafeſt and better way is by a gliſter. The veines com- 
monly opened are fix in nnmber; namely, one in the forchead,one un- 
der the rongue, three inthe arm, and oneinthe foot: The three inthe 
- armaremoſt inuſe, whoſe names arc Cephalice the uppermoſt, os head

want whereof, it is almoſt as good to take the middle veine, 

The next is the median or the middle veine, it is the ſecond principall 
vein, which is generally raken as indifferem for the whole body. 

The third is the Baſilica, or rhe liver vein,-; being the loweſt in the 
arm; and more reſpeQeth the liver then the two former. Bur hold this 
general rule,that it chou intend the opening of a vein to help the liver,and 
chat the liver vein will not be well taken, then take the median veins 
for thou muſt know that all veins have their original in the liver. Some 
arms have but one fair vein appearing; then it, followerh of neceſluy, 
thou muſt take that: for many learned Phyſicians are of opinion, that 
generally the fulleſt vein in the arm'is beſt and-firreft to be taken, ex- 
cept ſome ſpecial cauſe alter their minds : fortheir words are often que 
2n4jus turget, maj wrget, which may be engliſhed, the vein which ſhew- 
eth moſt, is moſt faulty. 

The vein in the fore-headis alſo often taken for pains in the head, as 
rheumes , diſtiMlations. of humours, and the like. | 

The veins under the tongue inthe o—_ or 4ngive, imflammations, 
and ſwellings of the Amygdals of the throat, or of the root of the 
rongue, the liver vein called ſaphaxe, chiefly is taken for womans ſickne(- 
ſes, not often ſecnar ſea, though ſome neceſſary occaſions chance of the 
taking thereof in men at ſea, for diverting and ſometimes for curing of 
ſome ſpecial diſeaſes, which for brevity, having ſpent my limited time, I 
omit. h

"T=« Inftrumentthus named, doubtlefſe was by a Surgeon borrowed 
at firſt from ſome Gold or Silver-ſmith, and never paid him again; 
for the Gold-ſmichs uſe it daily, and cannot perform their works 
without a Burras Pipe, but the Surgeons make other uſe thereof, (name> 
ly, for the moſt parr) ro rerain+ corroding powders in, as Yitriol,, 
burnt Allo precipitate ; and ſuch other cauſtick medicines, which 
well uſed perform very much in healing; So alfo their abuſe bring- 
eth ſhame to the Artiſt, and often unrecoverable e to the Patt- 
ent. For it is common with many Artiſts, in the healing of new wounds 
ro mix precipitate cither with a digeſtive Unguent, or with Baſilican, and 
Dorſell or plegemts laid on tents, according to the form ofthe wound, and 
ro put it in, as they ſay, either to enlarge the ' wound, orto help dige-, 
ſtion, ro take away proud fleſh; ro mundific, and the like ; and.ifnor pre; 
ripitate, then muſt they be bnſie with jsriol'or Allow burned,or with, 


pire&ions fr TOME cauſtick medicine in that kind. Bur I would adviſe the Surgeons 


cheer of « Mate notto uſe any corroding medicine arallin new or freſh wounds, bur.

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ler the fleſh grow as proud as it will, the ground being clear from whence 
ir groweih, namely, it it be from a wound wherein is no putrified bones, 
and if ſo be that the wound be full of fleſh, and then will norcicarrize, 
a little burned 4 Sow or Yirrioll, will doe well, and then to your for- 
mer dreſsing again, - remembring that cach third or fourth dreſfsing be -.

flight wounds ; to which, ifan old wife had openly applicd her one ſalve 
for all ſores, no ſuch thing had happened : yer Iam nor ſo fimple to de- 
nic the juſt uſe of ſuch noble medicines in wounds, ulcers, and fiſtulaes, 
or otherwiſe where need is ; but I onely hete adviſe the young Artiſt, 
that he may not be too raſh in the uſe of them, and likewiſe doe adviſe 
him, that having uſed them onee, he firſt pauſe again ar the leaft eight 
dayes, namely, till the firſt Esker be fallen, and cerrain daics after, ere he 
uſe any cauſtick powder again; for with the uſe of corrading medicines, 
one immediately after another; many Ulcers are made more paintull and 
rebellious then they were, and the bones ſometimes made foule which 
were otherwiſe clean; which fault is coo frequent now adaies : and a- 
mongſt many paw faults daily commirted by unexpert Empericks, this 
one is to be lamented, namely, the uſe of keeping open penetrating 
wounds too forcibly and too long by the ufe of hard tents, armed with 
cauſtick powders, whereby nature can make no true unition, bur is for- 
ced into much diſorder ; which I wiſh young men to make a conſcience 
of, and to be carefull not toerre in that kind,

The Cupping-glaſſes or Ventoſes. 


JH" are many neceſſaric works in Surgery performed by. Cupping- 
.  glaſſes,namely,ſomertimes they are uſcd to {et upon a Bubs or boxch 
to bring it forward, and therein.chey are very good. Sometimes alſo to 
ſer in the nodell, and on the upper part of the ſhoulder-blades, to draw 
back humours which oppreſſc the head, the eyes, or teeth: or againſt 
Lethargie, or on thethighes againſt aches or pains there ; or for the cure 
of the Sciatica,they are very good , or ſometimes ro draw bloud and ſpi- 
ritsto a member withered or benummed : in all theſe and divers more 
gricfs the Cupping-glaſſes are very needtull. Sometimes alſo they are ſer 
wirhour ſcaritying onely to attract humours to the place. Anothet time 
( it may be) in other caſes they are uſed with ſcarifying, to take away 
bloud and choler, which offendeth the part» Some fer them on with 
rowe, ſome with a ſmall wax light ſet under them ; ſome onely with the = 
flame ofa great candle, which my ſclfuſe,and is not offenſive nor pain- 

full ar all : whereas the other waies the lame excoriateth oftenthe parc, 
and maketh new unſcermly work: for rhe better doing whereof, I uſe 
ro place my candle cloſero the place where the Cups ſhould be ſer, the 
place bring firſt wet and rubbed well with hot water and a ſpunge, and 
the Cupping-glaſſes alſo wet. Hold your Capping-glaſses over the flame a 
lizle, and then clap it quickly on the place whuleſt yer the ſeame of che 
light is in it, andit will be faſt,and draw hard; but-you muſt have your 
Cups fit, and not too wide for the place you would fet them on, orelſe 
they will not take any hold. Further, when you perceive they have 
drawn well, which by the blackneſs and rifing of; the'skin'you may ca- 
ſily ſee, rhen(if you hold it fitting} you may lightly and quickly ſcar ific 


_ it with a fine Leuncet, which truely is the beſt and profitableſt inftrumenr 


for that uſe ; and then wetting your Cappive-glaſses againe, with the 
flame onely of the candle, ſer them on where they ſtood before, ſerting 
as many c#ps,and drawing as much bloud as you ſee good:and when no 
more bloud will come, and that you thinke ir time to take them away, 
which is known by a yellow water which cometh ar the laſt;then (I ſay ) 
itis timeto waſh the places with faire water where the cups ſtood, and 
dric them with a ſpunge or cloth, and onely anoint them with Hog. .41- 
bam once, and they will bee whole. . The overdeep ſcarifying it, is not 
ondly dangerous, bur alſo paintull, and not art-like: for it you note well 
the cxtis,it hath many, capillar veines-ia itz yea, and ſome greax veines, 
andis porous; © thatche Artiſt may by. force. draw humiditie ſufficient 
from farre, if ſo occaſion bee rg uſe their utmolt force. .

| Of Weight and Scales. 


VV Vets and Scales are neceſſary things, oftentimes lightly re- 
| V gaided, andyet how many mens lives hang in the ballance,ir is 
plain enough. For Sea-Surgeons familiarly give Stibiwm by thegrain, 
namely, from 4. to 8. grains, yea and to 12, grains by your leave, when 
intruth few of chem have mw and Scales which can weigh one grain. 
It is a dangerous thing, for a Surgeon ar Sea, to be unprovided of near 
weights and Scales which will turn with half agrain - for how can 
Chimical medi-

dicines ſafely, or almoſt any medicine inward withour ſmall weights and 
Scales ? Wherefore rwo pair of weights and Scales, are very needfu! 
for the Surgeons Cheſt ; namely one for ounces, and another for 
grains forlarger Scales the ſhip is furniſhed. Ir is alfo to be under- 
ſtood here, for inſtruion of children in Arr, thar xvi. ounces, make a 
pound z each ounce 8. drams , each dram 3. ſcruples, each ſcruple 2a. 
grains: for the grain, a full barley corne will well ſerve, or a good 
wheat corne, though a large wheat eorne be ſomewhat roo big : an or- 
dinary pepper corn will alſo ſerve for a grain. FF

AE before hand, tharIam to undergo many witty 
and Eloquent flouts from young gallants of my own profeſſion, for 
mentioning fo baſe an inſtrument to belong ro the Surgeons charge, as 
this laſt mentioned Cloſe-ſtoole, with his appurtenances , yer let them 
know,thar neither can my book bluth, neicher ſhall my (elf, I bope, have 
cauſe , for I nothing doubt ro yeeld each honeſt young Artiſt a ſuffici- 
ent reaſon for to ſatisfie him herein : and (in a word} my reaſon for ap- 
pointing to each ſhip, bound fur the Eaſt-Indies, art the leaſt one of thele, 
is becauſe the bloody, or other flixes, are ſo dangerous diſcaſcs; and ſo 
deadly amongſt our men, that 1 hold ir my duty ro adviſe even the good 
uſe of a Cloſe-ſtoole: and Thave cauſed the ſtoole ro have one door on 
the one fide, that thereby either things to toment , fumigate, or other- 
wiſe ro comfort the weak part, might be the better applied, the Paticnt 
fitting ar his caſc thereon. 

Alſo one eſpecial reaſon, why Ihave appointed ir, is, that a poor weak 
man in his. extremities, ſhould not continually go to the ſhrouds, or 
beak-head to caſe himſelf ; nor by noyſome to his fellowes, but might 
by rhe help of his Mate through this mean inſtrument find comfort in his 
moſt pitiful diſtreſſe ; whoſe miſeries1 heartily compaſhonate, Where- 
fore, I admoniſh the Surgeons Mare in general, in the fear of God, not 
to be fine fingered, flothful, ſcorntul ro uſe every kind of good manual 
and other , help, ro ſave mens bloods in this fearful diſeaſe; for the 
omitting of their duties in helping men thus diſtreſſed, bringeth the 
bloods of thoſe men withour doubr npon their heads, and though 
peradventure they may carry it away for a while with men, yet the Al- 
mighty, who ſceth nor as men ſce, will ſurely find them our. 

The paile of brafle, underthe ſtoole chiefly appointed for neatneſle, 
cleanlineſſe, ſtrength,and other good uſes it hath, was alwayes to belong 
thereto, and not to any other uſe : It may alſo ſometimes be whelmed 
down , andon the top thereof a hot brick be ſer, or the brick( if you 
findit too near) may ſtand lower, or be pur into the paile ; with hot 
brick with wine and vinegar or any other like fitting medicine of expe- 
rience, may be ſprinkled ro comfort the part agrieved wirhall ; for it is 
found by experience that the ſtem of wine-vineger, ſprinkled ona hor 
brick doth much availe inthe cure of the flix,& that ſimple remedy _ 
G 2 | ath 
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bath cured many ; bur when the Patient riſcth from the ſaid fume,it then 
a cloth be well heated over the ſaid fume or over a fire, and put cloſe 
to the parr, it availeth much ; and if you then likewiſe lay the Patientto 
reſt, giving himthree or four grains of Laudayum, you ſhall do the ber- 
ter, and by Gods help, with other anſwerable good regiment of dier, 
make a quick and perfe& cure of his diſeaſe.

L theſc waters and ſpirits 'rchearſed, though in themſelves they be 
good, yer ifany ofthe beſt ofthem be abuſed, and immoderately 
raken, they may as ſoon do: harm as profft : I adviſe therefore no man 
romake acommon ule of them, or any of them, which hath ayou 
ablc body, and may have a good diet at his pleaſure: for they are chief- 
ly ro be uſed at ſea, where mens bodies ( by variety of the venemous 
vapours and evil diſpofitions of the aire, or unkind diet) are in hazzard ; 
or where there is a weak ſtomack, evil digeſtion, with a loathing difpo- 
firion ro mear, evil appetite, and.coo much looſneſle of the belly, alſo 
where by cxtream hear and ſwear, : the ſpirirs of the body are exhauſted 
and ſpent, or where ( through the extream cold of the ſame ) the body 
is much annoyed and -endangered : In all theſe, and infinite more 
evils incident to mens bodies abroad and at home theſe PR liquors 
. miniſter preſent comfort. They alſoare very behoveful ro aged people 
after their meats to _y digeſtion, or them which have weak ſtomacks, 
or that arc of fad and melancholy diſpoſitions; for ir muſt nor be de- 
nied, that wine comforteth the heart of man ; and theſe waters having 
their original and whole force from che ſpirit or life of the wine, do 
chercby cxhilarate mans hearr, and give him courage, as well as cure 
his infirmities. | 

If thereforetheſe waters be truly made, they ought alſoto be firong 
of he ſpirir of wine, otherwiſe they will nor keep long good, neither 
are they profitable nor wholſome, and being good, one ſpoonful ar one 
time is ſufficient , or two ſpoonfuls at the moſt, for the preſerving of 
health : rhey are beſt ro beraken faſting, one hour or two after dinner, 
and laſt at night, either alone , or with beere or wine ; ſome make a 
roſte faſting, and drop the ſame full of cordial water and fo car-ir, and 
thar is very good. 

In gripings ofthe guts, collick or flixes of the belly, procceding of cold 
cauſes or much crudiry, three ſpoonfuls or four may be uſed ar once in a' 
Glifſter ;, but you muft not boil it therein, onely pur irin when ir is ready 
to be adminiſtred ; for if you do otherwilc, the ſpirit will, evaporate

Mate todo in all Mercutial Lotions ; but rather let him uſe ſach other 

ood Lotions, as are fer down in the cure of the Scurvy; unto any of 
which he may add ſublimarte , and: term ir if he pleaſe, Aqus Falopii - 
but 1fay, let him well underſtand himſelf both in che compoſition, and 
4dminiſtration of any ſuch medicines, or-let him crave advice, or rather 
forbear them, and uſe other ſafer medicines, though their vercues or vi- 
ces perhaps be fewer.

His word Lotion, is a general phraſe with many Surgeons, as if 
| there were no difference in Lotions, whereas their differences are 
infinite : bur here 7 will uſe it as the vulgar ſort do. A Lotion com- 
pounded of vulnerary hearbs gathered in their prime, and decofted wich 
allumen and mel in aqua pura, Iconfeſſe may retain a name general as 


wellas any one outward medicine 1 know ; for if well prepared, good - 


uſe may be made thereof ; as namely, iris all in all to be uſed as an in- 
jeion generally for griefs of the yard, aſwell within the paſſage as 
alſo 'rwixt glans and preputium, and in Gonerrea; which though it can- 
not cure the difcaſe, yet it healeth the excoriations thereof, and 
ſtrengthenerh well the parts ; and fo doth it inall exulceratious of the 


ſame, remembring, that if you uſe it within the paſſage of the yard, if 


you find it be too tart ofthe Allom, you mix it with Plaintanc-water 
if you haveit, or for want thereof with fair water. Note that the firſt 
time you begin injeRion, it be very gently. done, then you may fortific 
it as you ſce cauſe ; namely, give ir of ir ſelf, or with the addition of a 
litle well dulcified Mercury where occafton is, bur that warily ; namely, 
ſeldom or never within che paſſage, *burtwixt glavs and preputiurs dai- 
ly (if you will) upon juſt occaſion; and adminiſter no Lotzon within the

His isto be underſtood of capital lees, a very neceſſary medicine 
| ro be at hand inthe Surgeons Cheſt, ro mollific the liquid or 
= white cauſtick when ic growezh dry, and alſo it nced be;by de- 

coQion perſe to make up a /ap1s infernalis, as ſome term it,or a hard cau: 
ſtick ſtone: the liquid cauſtick is made onely of unſlaked lime and ſtrong 
Capital lees, by decoction togerher to the thickneſſe of an «nguent, and 
when occaſion of application thereof is, lay on the grief a Miniwm, or 
ſome otber cleaving Emplaſter, with a hole cur therein, ſo big as there 
ſball be occafionto make an orifice, and ſpread thick the white cauſtick 
thereon, and fo let it remain at the leaſt two hours, having a care to de- 
fend the ſame, that it do nor ſpread any further ar all. 

The cauſtick ſtone if you boil it roa juſt conſiſtence, and having pur 
it out ( being yer warm) ſmooth ir over with an - iron ſplatter, and then 
with a knife cur it into pieces, ſo you ſhall have it ready ro make inciſion 
after your own will ; tor any cauſtick laid on an Apoſtume may ſpread 
further and broader then you will, ro the dammage of the Paticnr, bur 
this kind of cauſtick you may hold in your hand wrapped in ſome clout 
or piece of plaiſter ſpread, and ſo you may rule it at your own deſire; and 
yet it maketh greater ſpeed with leſſe pain then the other.

Ir preſerveth the body from putrefaQion, and in every cold oppref- 
fion of Nature it is a true helper $ for the cough, and all diſtillations of = 
rheumes and fluxes, itis a perfct help : Ir comforteth the ſtomack, and 

voketh appetite. 

It helperh thoſe which are thick of hearing, one drop daily pur into

Ic preferverh a man in heakh, if every morning and evening he cake 
certain drops thereof ; and defenderh the body that rakerh ir, fromthe 
oppreffion of infeRious aires, and ( being fick) almoſt in any diſcaſe, 
kt may ſafely be given asatrue reſtorative medicine.

His ſpirit of Terebinthine is a ſubtile, volatile, pure, and a Chry- 
ſtalline ſpirit exrtated from Yerebinthine, which how much the 
more noble the ſubjeR is, ſo much the more excellent willthe ſpi- 
rit be, It hath many precious vertues medicinable contained init; for ir 
is wholly combuſtible, penerrative, of a warming and comforting facul- 
ty : itisa good menſirum to draw TinRures by, cither from vegetable 
or minerall medicines,:and chiefly ic isto extra the TinRure from Sul- 
rug which TinRure is a ſingular good medicine many wayes, as in 
is proper place I meanto touch. This ſaid ſpirit is atrue balfame inthe 
cure of all new wounds, eſpecially of the finewes. It comfortcth all the 
finewie parts of the body afflied with any cold impreſſion, as conyul- 
ſions , the Scurvy, or the like. - It provoketh urine very well if 10. or 
I2, drops be taken in wine faſting, and drives out gravel and the ſtone. 
It is alſo good to conſolidate any inward wound penetrating into the 
body, a few drops thereof daily drunk. Ir is a fit addition tor any {n- 
nent ſctving for a cold diſeaſe ro amend the warming torce thereof, and 
ro cauſe it ro penetrate the better.

ligature thoſe wounds do not well : For ought elſe -their curcs arc 
common to other wounds. | 

The cures of the arm are ſomerimes dangerous, chiefly if che bone, 
and ligaments,or the muſcles with veins and nervs be inciſed rhwart, 
let the remedics theretore be ſuch, as are proper and agrecable to the 
nerves ; asnamely, che artificiall Balm very warm applied, and a Pa- 
r&elſus plaſter with ligature farting. 

Bur it the hands be wounded, and the tendous ligaments, and fi-

The declination of Apoſtumes, I cannor ſtand to amplifie, but I re- 
fer you, as before,to Mr. Galles Inſtitution of a Chirurgien,as alſo eo 
FVige, and other good writers, for a more ample dodtrine in 
char point,onely note that when therumour or apoſturne is ripe, mine 
opinion is rather it be opened by a-porential cavſtick medicine, then 
by aQual inciſion, when it may be as conveniently cffeRed, and that 
for many good reaſons, and one ſufficient reaſon in mine opinion is,if 
you uſc inciſion, you muſt needs pur in tents doflels, or the like with 
medicihes, to keep open the orifice, and alſo ro enlarge it, which do- 
ing you ſtep the paſſage of natures true evacuation twixt cach dre(- 
fing, offending the parts adjacent, and hinder the unition of the dif- 
joyned parts, againſt conſcience, detraRting good healing : yea, and 
thereby hazard divers evil accidents to follow, as fiſtulacs, &c. from 
all which by cauſtick incifion you are freed, and fear nor at*all. the 
lication of a convenient potential cauſtick medicine in due rime 
and place, dpecially the impoſtume being ripe, and the skin thin,for 
you can-pierce no further then thorow the cutis, though you would 
for being onely thorow the skin, the matrer will choak your cau- 
Kick or corrafive medicine ; neither doubr at all,thar your work ſhall 
ſucceed otherwiſe then well, for nature will provide remedy ſpecdi- 
ly, eaſily and ſafely to heal your patient: provided you be alfo care- 
ful to uſc your endeavour with good warm medicines duly applyed, 
and with alſo the uſe of good ligature, which is one prineipall good 
help, good diet and other reaſonable means likewiſe had, for 1 Lare 
ever obſerved in my praQtiſe, that a het tumour in any outward part 
of the body, growing either by repletion, obſtruQtion, fever, or by 
the evil difpo tion of the bloud, torthe moſt part : yea, even in pe- 
ſtilential and vencmous Fevers in good bodies, not being pocky nor 
to0 too old, are cafily healed by any underſtanding Artt, that can 
joyn reaſon and experience together, many ſeveral wayes , namely 
for one, if you perceive a beginning, or g: © *ring of hamours roge- 
therin any part of the body,confider what might be the cauſe there- 
of as near as you can: if you find it to be fulneſſe of the body , or 
coltivencſlec, you have divers preſent remedies that way to flyc unto, 
viz, at the firſt make the Patient a ſuppoſitory, then give him a gly- 
ſter if need be, and a Laxative medicine, alſo according as you Nat 
ſce cauſe, regarding the quality and quantity of the humour aboun- 
ding : but remember where the body is coſtive, you were beſt to be-

Thus uſingthis afote-preleribed meditinejudicioyſly, you 
may cure any pockie Fi#dls;or-inveterated Hicer whatſoever, if 01 
by Art are curable: And for any-þtekic YUcer onthe wirgs, I mean 
cither upon glens,or preputium, or 'tWixt both, only rouchic bur once 
with the aforeſaid 4que benedit#e, and give the party one doſe of the 
Aquilla vite, and without queſtionyou ſhall cure it afterwards as if 
it were a green wound, but remember ir will cauſe 7irgs to tumiſic 
ſometimes much, bur be notafraid, for by the uſe of Lotions mixed 
with Plantane or fair water daily warm, and caſt it intwixt Gleys and 
Preputiugs; it will ſoon amentd., It cureth alſo any warts of the wirea 
by onely touching them, and that if they berrouched bur very gent- 
ly : for it is a ſtrong medicine, and:procureth ſome pain, but not in 
warts, yet honeſt tis and ſure, for it. will not fail : and if once you 
acquaint your ſelves withthe parts thereof; you will never afterward 
uſc Trofſes of miniam nor Merevry ſublimate again;and yer ler me ſpeak 
my Conſcience, both:Troſſes of minium and  Afo&#tgry Siiblimate- arc 
worthy Medicines; their whole forcc,and healing Vettue being indeed 
_ onely thequick-filver and ſpirits of ſalt, andno: other thing.,, whoſe 
companion was never found out for healing and killing. I haveoften 
cured deſperate Hicers, yeaand Fiftulaes with Treſſes of Mininm, as al- 
ſo ſometimes with onely a Tent made of Iercary ſublimated ; and 
pur into the orifice, And how extellent it is inwardly given, being 
eruly prepared, I will for this time forbcarto ſpeak, till I write of the 
preparation of ſuch medicines, as 1 have here divulged under ſtrange 
names.

This medicine I know to excell many other in healing Fractures 
both ourwardly applied in Caraplaſmes, and. inwardly taken daily 
the quantitic of 5j in fine powder in wine, beere, or water, che pati- 
ent taſting for two houres after theraking thereof. In great Fractures 
the Germane Chirurgions, preſcribe this aforeſaid medicine dayly to 
be taken for rwentie fqure dayes, it they fee cauſe ſolong to uſe it : 
The other form of application ro Fractures uſed and commendable, 
as I have ſaid, and from which I am digreſlcd is a good ſtrong Lixi- 
vium made with freſh water and aſhestill ir be lipperic, namely, ler 
the water be made ſeerhing hot ere theaſhes be pur in, adding if 
they be ready, or may 'be had inthe Ship theſe hearbs following : 
St. Fohns wort, Wormwood, Centaury, Roſemary, Sage, Gamo- 
mile and Mellilote flowers, orat the leaft ſome of them, alſo you 
may adde Lupines thereto : but howſocver though there be no herbs, 
adde ſalt good ſtore when ir is cleared, bur nor before, and then 
chough you have neither hearbs nor Jupines,it will be of good force, 
foritis the vegerable falr in the aſhes, which is the beſt healer, the 
next beſt is the minerall or Sca-ſalr; wet rhe clowts rehearſed thercin, 
and wring them our hard,and apply them ſmoorh,claſe and hot abour 
- the member binding ir ſo up : this ſecond form is eſteemed of moſt 
Artiſts the ſafer, for avoyding Ganegrenes, which fratures are much

Further in Fractures with 
a wound,if you uſe unions and liquid things, as oyles ; you hazard 
putrifaction of the hone and apoſtumarion : herein alſo great care 
muſt be had, that the legge-muſt be kept ſteddy, for diſquier therein 
will bring apoſtumation, and morrification, and death alſo: beware 
likewiſe of over hard binding, for ir bringeth aftoniſhment and haz- 
ard of a+ ſadden Gangrene and death, ir is a generall fault of divers 
young Chirurgions, tor many think they have never bound hard 
enough,and yet too looſe isa fault, but cafily may be amended, and I 
adviſe thee to look to thy Parienc often, rhar his ſplints gale him nor, 
for that bringerh» want of reſt, and divers evill accidents depending 
chereupon, I ſpcak this of my own experience, not to my praiſe : let 
him have no wine except he be weak, ler, him once in two daies by 
Nature and Art have a ſtoole, holding theſe rules with little rrouble 
it is hard for him that will-be carctul co cure any FraQture : for in- 
deed as is mentioned, the bone reſtored, reſt is the chiefeſt medicine 
co curea FraQure, yea, it willeffe& ir almoſt withour medicine, the 
member being onely artificially bound , and: ſplinted orderly ;

to be carcfully made, Imean as l have faid in the Cureof Fractures, 
not onthe ſaddain, nor roo forcible, bur yet with ſtrong and ſteddy 
hands, for inthe extention.is cxcceding great reſpe@ to be taken, and 
iris the principall work, yea, and much Charitte isto be uſed there- 
in, tor xoo'farre extending weakneth much, if not overthrowethr

- arethe fitter for that diſeaſe, becauſe they purge not alone water, bur 


alſo vy their great warmth,they comfort and warm the ſtomack and 
intrals. 

l:sſe T adviſe the Chirurgions Mate to uſe,as it is ſaid, where the 
body aboundeth with overmuch cold and crude humidirie, but let 
your doſſe alwayes reſpe&the ſtrengrh of the parient, for any ſtrong 
purging is not good in the Scurvy : all ſudden and ftrong evacuations 
are fo be avoided, Alſo CAguitas Laxative is a very good purgein 
this caſe, namely cight or ten grains thereoftaken ina cup of wine. Ir 
cureth alſo all worms of the body, and killeth them whereſoever they 
be. Bur if the ſtomack onely be oppreſſed with the grief in this dit- 
eaſe, I firſt give a doſe of pills called Pillale Ruff, namely 5). you 
ſhall find them to be very good. 

Note further, that if any doſe or any whole maſſe of pills in the 
Cheſt,ſuch time as you would adminiſter them be grown too hard, 
then you may diſſolve them with any ſyrup you have, or with good 
honey a very lie, namely one onely drop will ſerve to diſſolve one 
doſe at once, if the maſſe prove too. liquid, you may roll it in ſome 
of the Pulvis CArthreticas till it be hard enough. ' Alſo the moderate 
uſe ol Verjuice, Vineger, or Oxymet hath been found very good in 
this caſe.

What [ have written here plainly, rouching mean and ſimple gli 
ſtersz I would not be miſtaken, as if I didit out of ignorance or dil- 
dain of better medicines, for I were worſe then fooliſh if I would 
rejeR,detraR or diſlwade from the good uſe of decotions of hearbs, 
ſcedg&c. with the additions of EleQuaries, Laxative Syrups and 
che like which I have in dayly uſe arhome upon each juſt occaſion: 
yer many of the ancient Aruſtsof worthy memorie which I could 
rehearſe, have. in former ages uſed for gliſters onely water and ſale 
with oyle,and ſome other have added honey, and it is manifeſt thar 
new milk alone is a good comfortable gliſter with the yolke of an 


cgee, and a little courſe ſugar added.

And you may alſo many times ſavea labour in giving a glifter by a 
ſuppolitorie, which is cither ro be made ofa long piece of Allum 
ſcraped ſmooth, or of acandles end, or ofa picce of hard ſope, or of 
honcy and ſalt ſodden till it be ſo hard that ic will break being cold, 
which being yer hot may be rolled and made up of the greatneſle of a 
finger,and adminiſtred: of any of theſe,l ſay you may make a ſuppo- 
ſicorie as long and big as a finger or leſſe, and thruſt it up into M0, 
and let the partic keep this medicine one houre at the leaſt in his body 
(ifhe poſſibly can.)Further note this general rule concerning glyſters, 
ſet a glyſter never excecd the quantitic of one wine pint, let it rather 
want one quarter, eſpecially when you give itto a coſtive body, or a 
fill body, he ſhall be much the abler and the willinger to keep it the 
juſt time. Further, beware it be nor too hot nor too cold, for the 
guts are tender parts, ſo hot as piſle new made, or a very lictle rather 
warmer is the true remper. Butif you perceive the Inteftinam reiiun 
or Arſc-gut, to be excoriated or inflamed, in ſuch a caſe uſeno ſalt, 
nor ſalt broaths, nor ſtrong Laxatives,as Ewphorbium Agaricum, Hiera, 
Piers, Colequintida, or the like. If you find the Longeuam or Arſe-gut 
to be clung, or hard ſtopped with excrement, you may put a ſmall 
greafic or oily clout on the end of your gliſter-pipe onely over the 
holes thereof, when you put it into the body, andrchruft it into the

linnen or wollen cloth, wrapped abour the fore finger, and wet in [woln, ſtinking 
ſome ſtrong reſtringent or Stiptick Lotion very hor,as is the ordinary ud purrifed- 
Lotion of Allum, Honey and Hearbs, adding thereto a double quan- 
tity of Allum, and a little Salt-peter, or gun-powder for a need is 
good, and if it be not ſufficiently ſtrong, make a ſtronger decoftion 
of coperas in water,adding ID wich a little honey, if you have 
it, or Mel Reſarwws, with alſo a lictle ſtrong vineger, you mayalſo put 
oyle of Virriol a lictle thereto, bur thar it hath one wi qualirie in hurt- 
ing and ſoftning the teeth, wherefore beware of ir, and if you uſc ir, 
do but onely touch the gumames with ir once and no more, and it wil 
do much good : and if you pleaſe, alſo Aqua Fallepie is good, but

tis very much,or you may make a Lotionthus : Re Coperas, white,

A word or two touching the foure Elements. The foure Elements 
are Fire, Aire, Water,and Earth. Burthe diviſion which the Chymiſts 
of theſe times plead for touching the Elements, Joſephus Dntrciranue 
expreſſeth in theſe words following : ſaith he, The whole world is 
divided into two Globes, to wit, into the ſuperiour Heaven, which is 
Erheriall and Aery, and into the inferiour Globe which containeth 


the Water,and the Earth. The 'ſuperiour Globe which is Erheriall, 


hath in it fire, lightning, and'brigheneſſe, and this fiery Heaven is one 
formall and eſſentiall Element , the water and carrh are the other two 
Elements: ſo he concludes, there is but three, and with him all the 
Chymiſts of latter timesſubſcribe, affirming 'thart number moſt per- 
fe& which agreeth with the everlaſting Trinitic. : 
Paracelſus in a Treatiſe of his, called Meteorwm, cap. 1. mentioning 
the difference betwixt foure and three Elements, hath theſe words, 
Touching fice , ſaith he, fire which is eſteemed one of the foure Ele. 
mente, can ſtand with no reaſon ſo to be : buras rouching the Earth, 
the Water, andthe Aire, they aretruly Elements, for they give Ele- 
ment -0 man, biitas rouching fire, ir giverh no Element, it hath 
no part in the breeding-of man-kind, for it is well poſſible for a man 
to be bred, and to live without fires; bur neither without air water, 
nor carth can man live, for intruth from the heavens, by help of the 
other two Elements doth proceed Summer and Winter, cold and 
hear, and all nouriſhment and incxcaſe whatſoever wichour the hel 
of fire. Therefore are the heavens the fourth Element, yea and the 
firſt, for the ſacred Word ſheweth us that in the beginning Gad made 
Heaven and Earth, ſhewing.that Heaven was the firſt made,and inthe 
ourward heavens arc included the water and carth, which, ſaigh Pare- 
celſus ,may be compared to wine contained ina veſſel, for wine is not 
gathered and prepared withour a veſlel firſt had and ready, proving 
alſo many wayes thatthe fire is included within the Element of Aire, 


' andis no Element of it felt. To provethe like opinion, rouching the 


foure Elements, I could rehearſe the names of many famous Writers

Of the amtiquary, the firſt ivventers, and worthineſſe of the ex- 
cellent Art of Alchymy. | 


T is recorded by ancient Writers that the firſt inventer thereof was 

Tubal Cain,ſpoken of in the holy Scriptures, who as ſome Writers 
ſay,was called Yulcen, Is enim primus in metallargia laboraſſe ſcribitur. 
That he did firſt of all men work in Merals, which is within rhe 
{cope of Alchymie, and not the leaſt part thereof. 

After him as Records witneſſe, Herwes alſo called Mercarias Triſ- 
megiHwus,an Egyptian king, was a worthy Inventer or founder of Al- 
chy mie, being famous in his daics for the eranſmutarion of metals, 
whereby certain inſtrumental parts belonging to the hidden myſtery 
of Alchymie bear thcir names, thar is to lay, Yas Hermets, Pellicanus 
Hermetis, Sigillum Hermetis, &c. This Hermes as is ſaid by Hyſins ant 
ancient writer lived king of Egypt aboutthe year ofthe world 2646. 
ſo alſo in the learned eHeſues works is mentioned Pill. Hermes. Hierd 
Hermetis, os. | | 

The Artof ir ſelf js alſocalled 4rs Hermetis, and for the tranſmu- 
tation of metals that is alſo underſtood with Gebreus Aanritanns to 
have proceeded from Hermes, the which in this work the Author in- 
tends not at all ro handle, but onely of the inventers of this An: ſome 
writers ſay, the Arabians, and others the Perfians, are choughr whe 


. 
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the firſt that have prepared merals fir for medicines, and alſo have 
praQtiſed the diſtlling of Liquors : whence Awvicen of Sanſeno is taid 
to have ſtudied Alchymic, and he makerh mention of Sublimation 
and precipitation. Alſo many other Princes and Philoſophers tioved © 
chereutito no doubr de preſcietia Dei, eſteemed themſelves txceed- 


ingly graced by the works they performedinthar Art for rhe'curing 
( 


many infirmities. | 
Amongſt which one of the moſt famous and ſo moſt truly worthy 
was that excellent Philoſopher for art and experience Phropper Theo- 
fraſtss BombaF, otherwiſe named Paracelſus, who deſcended from a 
princely family in high Germany, in the countrey or Province of 
Helvetia commonly called Switherland , upon whoſe monument,to 
his perperual fame is ingraven the verſes following. 


Divinus tali et Paracelſus in arte monarcha, 
Secula cui ſimilem nulla tulere virum. 


And whoſe engraven Motto was : 
Alterins non ſit qui ſuns eſſe poteſt. 


And Ba3illius Yalentinus ſeconded him, who having his lights from 
the former exceedingly beautified the Chymick Art, by compoſing 
medicines of aenany worth to future ages, far exceeding their 
worthy predeceſlors as is manifeſt; for what compariſon can there be 
betwixt medicines made of vegetables, decoted, contunded or 
mixed how artificial ſoever, if compared with klixcrs,Quinteſſences, 
TinRors, and like extracts of price, which arc not onely dureable 
for many yeers without change, cafic and pleaſant to be received into 
mans body iq his greateſt weakneſſe, bur alſo they excel all Galcni- 
ſtical compoſitions for the eradicating invererare maladies, as expe- 
rience rore.then ſufficiently manifeſtcth. . For :example, ſuppoſe_a 
ſweat provoking medicine were to be uſed of four, ſix, or eight 
grains, being a Diaphoretick of gold, or ſuppoſe bur of Se/p/ar in 
or with a fitting vehicle given, as, namely, in a little Mithridarte, 
Conſerve of, Roles, that by cauſing a gentle ſwear would extinguiſh 
a peſtilential fever : , were it not far eaſficr for the fick to receive into 
his body then a decotion made of ſudorifick herbs, as Carduus 4n- 
zelics, or-Centaury with Mithridate and ſyrups juſtly compoſed, as 
inthat.formis uſual,” or that an' Extra being a Catholicon purgans 


W.- or fifteen grains whercof being extracted from a vegetable, which 


ithout any offcnfive nauſcous taſtc, or bitternefle ar all, doth work 
effcQually to the defire of the Artiſt, ſuppoſe you ir ſhall nor be 
as much to rhe reputation of the. Artiſt, and to the content and pro- 
fir. of the patient, as if he had taken a doſe of Diaphenicon, or con- 
fe#19 Hamech, with the, uſual additaments of decoctions or fyrups 

thereunco as vehicles added. 
Or th doſe of a-Panchiagagon of 20. grains be not far more 
gratcful to a fick ſtomack, then an ounce of Diacatholicon de ſure. Ro- 
| | ſarum, 
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ſerum, Confetio Hamech, or the like, ir being daily manifeſt that the 
very ſight of large doſes of medicines, alchou are nauſeous, 
andabhorred of the weak ſtomack, yea that many Patients will en- 
dure the difeaſe rather then the medicine z whereas on the contr 
erue prepared Chymick medicines are not onely. grateful co be recei- 
ved into the body, bur alſo, as is ſaid, far excel the others in vetue 
and potent operation : and. whereas the Chirurgion cannot ar all 
times adviſe with the learned Phyfician, as fitting and moſt requifice 
he ſhould in caſes of Phyſick, where ſuch may be had for the health 
of his paticnt,as nainely, the Chirurgion being at Sea, and upon

if N Smaldss Crollins a learned writer, as alſo Begvinas, and divers 
_ Forhers with him of that ſort: do affirm. that tots nature inferior 
ſub Soleim tres partes dividitur, vit, Animalia, Vegetabilia, & Mine- 
ralia, The whole inferior work of Nature under the Sun is divided 
into theſe three principles, viz. into Animal, Vegetable, and Minc-. 
ral creatures. The Animal Creatures are- termed or faid ro be all 
whatſoever containeth life: the Vegerable creatures are tearmed or 
meant to beall that which growerh.. And under. the Mineral part is 
included all metals, ſtones, minerals, and whatſoever ir be thar nci- 
ther vegerateth, upon the upper face of the earth; nor liverh:and from 
each of theſe three, by learacd Authors is raught, and by experience 
is found out;thar there is again a threefold ſubftancero be extracted; 
and perfedtly ro be made apparent in every of theſe creatures 4 and 
theſe rhreefold ſubſtances are called Sal, Su/phur, and Mercury : and 
beginning with the laſt firſt, rheir further definitions follow. 
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A brief (definition of Mereary. 


Ereary is aliquid ſubſtance ſower,or ſharp, volatile, penetrable, 

patent and moſt pure, from which all acriſhens proceedeth, 
as alſo all ſenſe, motion, ſtrength, and colour, and the keeping 
old age from man, chiefly next the divine operations of God reſtcth 
cherein, and it agreeth well with the elements of aire and water ; for 
to the former it is ſubje@ upon every offered occaſion to vaniſh into 
the ſoft aire : to the latter, in thar it is very difficultly contained in 
any ſtraight or certain bound, bur cafily in a vaſte or wide capacities 
Likewiſc there are that define eAercary to be a liquid ſubſtance, that 
is Ezer, Porous, alwaics moveable, often mutable, and eafily pene- 
trable, and a body that is moſt pure and heavenly, moſt ſubrile, and 
of a lively and ſpiritual ſubſtatice, being the food of life, and yer 
a ſhape, thar is alſo moſt murable, concerning his ſeveral ſhapes of all 
other creatures; whereupon Phalopius tearmeth CHercury, Miraculam 
nature mundo, The miracle of Nature inthe world. In which de- 


 finicion, if the Reader may ſuppoſe T ſpeak this of the vulgar «Mer- 


Cary, Viz. ck fo, and the wonderful Imps of his production, he 
takes me off too ſhort by figure. Wherefore I here conclude the 
definition of £Mercary, and paſſe to Sulphwr. 


A brief definition of Sulpar. 


Ylphur by the ancient Writers is ſaid to be the balſam of Nature, 

it is ſweet, oyly, and clammy, preſerving the natural hear of the 
body, being the inftrumental cauſe of all ſtrengrh, ofall increafing or 
generation, of all eranſmutarion, and the founrain and well-ſpring of 
all ſents both ſweet and ſtinking : and it is compared unto fire, by 
reaſon of the flame which ir cafily gathers, as other gummy and oyly 
bodies do, and this one thing is proper to it, that it hath force of ma- 
king fit and conglutinating, the greateſt contraries ; and Begwinus a 
famonslatec writer, | era an example thereot : For, ſaith he, chou 
canft never make a firclay with water and fand, unlefle thou mingle 
Lyme'or ſome other conglutinating body with/ir, ſo neither fleeting 
<Mercary, nor fixed S&, can by any meansbe forced into one ſub- 
ſtance;and framedimoone body, but by a band and ferrer of S»/phar, 
which participates through che clammy and viſcous ſubſtance there- 
of with -bottvthe natures of Sal and CHercary, and'ſo joynerth theni 
into one; to wit, ir makerha rrue accord/berwixr the dryneſle of Sal 
and the mg © of Mercary, by the chiokiieſſe and viſcouſneſſe of 
Sulpher,and fo conjoyneth them both joymly into one body,neithet 
may this Seiphar betaken ro bemecerly Brimſtone, bur rather which 
in cruth ic isrhie'farty and combuſtible parts ofrhe body,or ſubſtance 
from whichicis drawn, be ic of wharqualiry ſocver. 
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| CA brief definition of Salt, 
CAlt hath a body that is drie, ſavourie, and bitter, defending both the 
mixed and unmixed parts from putrefaQion ; it exccedeth inthe 
faculties of diffolving, and diſcuſfing, coagulating, evacuating, and 
ſcowring ; and yer trom Salt isall the vertuc of the two laſt recited 
principles borrowed, with their taſtes, and infinite other, excellent 
properties it have, fo as the analogie of ic anſwereth the earth, nor be- 
cauſe it is merely cold and drie, tor incruth Minerals generally have 
no ccrtain temperaments, nor can be confined truly under the atrri- 
bures, hor, cold; dry, or moiſt, for that a Mineral is an clementarie 
body thar is of it ſelf firm and fixed ; and therefore for his operative 
excellencie is unſearchable,ſpecifical,and incomprehenfible,not to be 
limited'or ſubjugated ro any one temperament, neither ro be com- 
prehended within humane capacitie. This may ſcem unto the Reader 
 bura ſtrange Paradox, except by a plainer definition ir be explained, 
as namely,whether that the Salr here mentioned is xcally Salt, ſuch as 
is commonly uſed for ſalting meat, and alſoro deelarerhat Sulphur 
is really Brimſtone, and that Mercury hath the name of Quick-filver 
generally : Unto all which I anſwer, They are ; And ycr as is ſaid, 
they are not merely ſo; tor that as concerning Salt, each creature hath 
his peculiar Salt, and each peculiar his appropriate and different facul- 
tic and vertue. And here I defire t> inform the younger men that are 
Chi-urgions, - by way of digreſſion, for their better knowledge in 
avoiding of dangers, that they be excecding cautelous and waric in 
the inward ule of all Mineral medicines,” whoſe preparations they are 
not tiuely verſed in, but chiefly, of that great and wonderfull Idol 
Mercury, not in regard of the great g00Qur __ by the judici- 
ous uſe thereof, tor it is a gracious good thing ; bu rather I ſpeak in 
reſpect ot the great hurt and miſchiet ir daily produceth by the abu- 
ſive preparation and adminiſtration thereof : but for as much as Mi- 
neral medicines have their due denominations according to the ſeven 
Planets, it will nor be impertinent for the younger ſort of Chirurgi- 
ons,rhat in brief 1 write ſomewhat ofthe feven prime Metals aſcribed 
to the {even Planets. |

ciple Metals, denominated according to the 
ſeven. Planets. 


M Any of the prime Authors of the Chymick art have, and that 
not unfitly, aſcribed the ſeyen principle Metals into ſeven Pla- 

nets, as namely, they have aſcribed Gold unto Sw, Silver to Lune, 
Copper to Yenus, Ironto Mars, Tynne to Fapiter, Mercury toQuick- 
ſilver, and Saturwto Lead, and have nominated them accordingly ; 
and ſo in generalll explanarions' of all the learned Chymiſts , they 
ſtand to this day known by the aforeſaid arrributes.: The ancient Phi- 
loſophers Chymilts alſo have aſcribed to cach of theſe ſeven merals, 
or rather to the medicines made of them, a certain ſpecificall or 
Nn 2 more 
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more peculiar operative power, or facultie in the curing of the difea 
ſes of ſome one part of mans body more then of another, and namely, 
umo Sol or Gold and his medicine, is aſcribed a ſpecificall facultie 
or hidden vertue, more exquiſite in the cures of the diſeaſes ofthe 
heart, unto Lane or Silver, the cures of the infirmiries of the head,

And he alſo relatcth of another, who after a Mercurial union ta- 
ken, vomited up Argentam vivum in drops atthe mouth and dyed 
thereof, and my ſelf in Saint Bartholomews Hoſpital having been 
rherea Chirbrgion 2 3. years, have obſerved very many, to have moſt 
pitifully begn abuſed that way by Empericks,fooliſh women, and by 
baſe Impoſtors, who after in ſhort time have dyed by bad Chymick 
medicines. 

Ir is reported of Cardanss, that in his time he would ſay, he was 
confident, thar if he might have for every man, woman, and childe, 
that precipitate had killed, the value of one ſhilling, _ he ſhould be 
richexghen any living man, in the City where he lived.

incurable ſoevet) promiſing curc,taking money in hand,and thereby 
engaging.themſelves to the Patients to cure chem ; but yet when 
with the beſt ordinary means they know,they bave nor ceffeed their 
defires,'T will jud; echaritably.ſo far, but then they boldly proceed 
further, and pur the 1#d/e» Rat to work, which as aforeſaid, gocth 
ſmoorhly down inco the ſtomack, but when it is in,then ir begins to

But here under fayour | mult defire 
pardon for alittle digreſſion;namely,that before my en- 
rrance unto any further diſcourſe, I acquaint the yonger 
ſort of Surgeons my Brethren with thoſe eſpecial fa- 
vours, which it then pleaſed our moſt gracious King 
Charles,to beſtow upon our Corporation in particular 
above and beyond his ever bleſſed Anceſtors, forthe 
good of his Souldiers and Sea-men, and our encourage- 
mentsthereby, to animate and inable.us the more hearr- 
fully to ſerve him: And namely. 
Firſt his Highneſs was graciouſly pleaſed, when alfo 
he increaſed the ſea-menswages,to augment the month- 
ly wages of each Surgeon and Surgeons Mate in his ſer- 
vice by ſea and land to above a third penny from former 
cuſtom ; namely from ninetcen ſhillings four pence a 
moneth to thirty ſhillings. He hath alſo bin graciouſly 
pleaſed to give a free benevolence to the Surgeons in all 
his ſea ſervices, which never was given them by any of 
the former Kings nor Queens of this land beforeas Tol- 
lowech, viz. To all Surgions that ſerve in his Highneſs 
own ſhips,l mean towards the furniſhing of their Surgi- 
ons Cheſts with Phyſical drugs and medicaments, I ſay 
for.cach of them ten pounds;and to eachMetrchants ſhi 
five pounds,and to each Newcaſtle-ſhip or Colliarsfbip 
ſerving in his Highneſs his affairs three pounds.

geonscheſt, And further His Highneſs hath referred to 
the anciane Maſters and the Governours of our Society, 
the prefſing of apons and Surgeons Mates or (er- 
vantsto Stirgeons and Barbers; with alſo the taking up 
of any inſtruments, cheſts, arxeady made medicines in 
His Highneſs name for his ſervice, if occaſton be not 0- 
therwile. Theſe favours and priviledges our Corporaci- 
on have received from His Highneſs, cogether with z 
new Charter, wherein he hath likewifegratiouſly beet:

geons, ever from time totime before hand, andupoh all ſervices for 
his Highneſſe and tor the berter performance thereof, the ſaid Noble 
Lords were pleaſed to pray the Lord Treaſurer ro take knowledge 
thereof, and to cauſe he monics accordingly co be forthwith iflued 
as aforeſaid, as for a ſupply tor the providing of Phyſical drugs and 
medicaments. And further the (aid ripen; c were then 
P_ ro order, thar all ſuch other monies as uſuilly had been al 

owed by way of impreſt to any Surgeons in His Majeſties ſervice, 
rowards the providing and further fitting of their Surgery-Cheſts, 
ſhould rogether with the former monics be likewiſe paid intothe 
hands of the ſaid Maſters and Wardens, ever for che time being in 
dew time and before hand ; who for the better effeQing of che, in- 
rents and ſervice aforeſaid, were ordered to ſee the ſaid monies faith. 
fully and frugally beſtowed, and ſhould for the ſurer performance of 
ir, orderly have the making, ordering, firting, and compounding of 
all the medicines, as well phyſical as chirurgical ; as alſo all other 
proviſions belonging to a Surgeons Cheſt; or to appoint ſuch others 
for the effeRing the work, as they ſhould ar their perils anſwer for 
their fairhful performances : All which Cheſts and previſions what- 
ſever therein ſo fitted and provided as aforcſaid, being ready, the 
Maſter and Wardens are by the ſaid order commanded to ſee every 
of rhem to be ſafely, delivercd under loek and key, unto His Maje- 
ſties officers whom ir may concernat Tower-wharfe , that all things 
therein provided and incloſed might the ſatclicr come on board the 
ſhips, tor which they arc deſigned : All which allowances, InjunRi- 
ons, Priviledges and Commands, were then by the ſaid moſt Honon- 
rable Lords thought fir to be for ever hereafter continued to all ſhips 
or Flects in his Highneſle future ſervices, as is more plainly manifeſt 
by the ſaid order , the which no doubtis extant, and unto which if 
occaſion require, relation may be had. 

Thus loving Brethren, having acquainted you with theſe his Maje- 
ſties favours unto our Corporation, it followeth in my duty that I 
ſhould:-acquaint the younger ſort of Surgeons with the uſe of the 
Surgeons Cheſt, I mean the medicines in this Yiaticuws contained 
in ſome methodical manner, according to the inſuing expreſſions of 
the following Treatiſe, were it not that time haſtens meto ancnd, 
before 1 begin : Yet nevertheleſſe I have ſhrained of time to lend 
the yooger fort a word or two in this Yiaticum,not to al as aTeacher, 
but as a loving remembrance to the elder, which I pray youto pc- 
ruſeas you have occaſion.

Emplaiſter, that is according to Art, and namely according to the 
remper of the griefe, ever to make choyce of hotter or colder Emplai- 
ſters, not omitrng convenient bandage, I meane due ligature, and fo 
roceed in Gods name, asinall contuſed wounds is moſt convenient 
ro the end of the worke, that is to ſay, firſt ro ſuppurate and digeſt, 
then to mundify, and then to incarne, and ſo onto figillate, or ficca- 
trize with due reſpeR, if occaſion be, by Laxarive or other remedies, 
to temper and fir the body by good Regiment of dyet,as by purging, 
bleeding, &c. And for one. particular, obſerve that in Gun-ſhor 
wounds, almoſt in all-dreflings, the ſpirir of wine doth well with ſome 
of the atorcſaid balmes,until the wound be well mundifieeat the leaft, 
But in wounds, wheregreat danger of a Gangrens is to be feared, rh- 
Surgeon hath nothing more ſafe, for the firſt dreffing, then 7; - 
Agyptiacum, and a little ſpirit of Wine , ſomewhat £00 ware, put it 
upon (oft Linte, or fine towe pledgents, or by a Sirizge, to be carryed 
in at firſt, into the bottome of the wound 7; which done, with ſome 
good aſtringent defenſarive medicine, and fit bandage, let ir be bound 
up, and it the Surgeon be not forced thereumto, ler not the wound be 
opened againe until 45 houres be paſt, uponthe firſt dreſſing, and ſo 
alſo upon every Cauſlicke application.

Bur to be ſhort, they ſhall find Foguemt Beſilicon 
ſpread thick and applyed to an Apoſtume, doth well help to ſuppu- 
rate; and'che berter, it the griefe were firſt embrocated with 
Olcums Liltorugs , Lind, 'or the like-+ and you ſhall find; that Arcens Li- 
nament 15 right good to ſuppurate a tumor, and likewiſe Empl. 
Melioti : and whoknowerh nor, thar Ship-pitchand a lietle fat mixed 
ripeneth a tumor, duly applyed; or Pix Gree, with far of turpenrines 
and divers other the like good things may be found, where the diſ- 
creet Surgeon is put to his ſhifts. But no more of that; for whereas 


Bees may ſuck Honey, cventhere Spiders will convert a plaid ſtile into 
Poyſon and Gall.

\ the Trafine, I have thought firto commend is 
4 and theule thereof, for the future, to the young- 
ag. cr Artiſt, upon ſome of their requeſts, nor de- 
& tracing ought from che worthineſle, and due 
commendartions ofthe Author of the 7Trpay, 
( concerning thatexcellent invention, yet by way 
. ot addition to my former-Edition , I rhought 
fit here to deſcribe the Trafize, it being an Inftrument of my own com- 
pofing, which experience will ſhew, is more. compendious, and of 
more facility in the uſe thereof, for young prafticioners in Surgery 
then is the 7r4pep, the which Inſtrument, although ic may be ſaid 
to be derivative. or Epicomy of or from the 7:4pan; yer well ob- 
ſerved , ir perfortmeth as much as the 'Tra;an in every degree and 
more, and for that ir was ſo faſhioned, and firſt praftiſed by my ſelfe, 
I thoughr fit to put the name of a 7refine upon it («4 tribus finibus) trom 
rhe three ends thereof, each being of ſeveral uſes, and being as it may 
appearetriangular or three cornered, each corner there of performing 
the part it ſeemeth to undertake, ſothar it fully ſupplyerh and makerh 
good all the uſes of a Trepan, with the onecnd, and that with more fa- 
cility avis ſaid, and ſafely then the Types doth, or can doe, and it ſup- 
plycth with the ſecond end all the uſes ofa ſmooth Levatory, and ſup- 
plycrhthe neceſſity of a Jagged or roothed Levatory, withthe third 
end, the-{aid Levarories being all neceflary adjutors in helping to 
make and finiſh the Ty 4fize or (#res finis(and who ſo ſhall pleaſe to 
make a judicial experience thereof, not being prejudicated, will find. 
char it far exceedeth the Trepes in-all his uſes; in the compendious and 
ſafe performance of the workes, as well of the two Levatorics, as of a 
Trapan recited which the former canno way be {aid to be. 

Secondly, the Trepas cannot be well managed without both the 
hands of the Artiſt viF . the one forthe work ot crofion by the Artifi- 
cial motion thereof in turning it ever round for the berter penetrating 
of the Cranium, the other hand muſt be uſed to keep it ſteddy upon 
the affected part, and yet the upper: part of the Inſtrument, muſt ne- 
vertheleſle, as of neceffity reſt upon the Surgeons breſt, yea and the 
Surgeon muſt for that purpoſe order his body in a fir poſture, and 
further yet, the Surgeon muſt have a ſecond man for an affitant of 
neceſſity, that muſt be imploycd to ſtay the Patients head, wu_

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with this Inſtrument (I meanc the Trafine) the whole worke 'is per- . 
formed by the two hands of the Surgeon onely, with farre more 
dexterity and quicker, then with the Trepas as is ſaid, yea, and thar 
with much more comfort, both to jthe paticat and co the Artiſt, as 
the praQtice therewith will plainely ſhew : and againe, there isno ſuch 
danger attending that Inftrumentas doth the Tra; an; for the heads of 
the Trafine arc made all taper, ro wit, wider above then beneath, and 
alſo cur both wayes, and cannot therefore ealily be ſaid rooffend the 
(Dar« Mater) by anerror to be ſuggrited,to happen inthe uſcthereof, 
without ſtupid ignorance inthe Artiſt. 

Thirdly, the Trapex of old had ever the heads as wide above as be- 
neath, which heads were many waycs both very dangerous and un- 
certaine, eſpecially when the Inftrument by curning round, had cleanc 
pierced through the Crevium, and thereby after the ſame head had 
tully perforated the Crawiam round, it was very apt on the fuddaine 
to flip downe upon the (Dur Mater) by error and improvidence

The next obſervation conſiderable in the ficting ofthe Trefine duc- 
ly ro the work is, for the regulating the center or point of this orbe 
or circumference, I meane of this Trefine head, it is firſt ro be well 
confidered, that the pin thercunto belonging being placed truly in 
the center be artificially made of good ſteel, and that it be triangular, 
alſo that it be ſharp each way well pointed, and ſtand faſt' in the 
Inſtrument, and alſo that ic ſtand no lower, but alwayes ſomewhat

ood Surgeon may erre, even in a {mall omiſſion in ſuch a bulſineſſe to 

is gricf and reproach, if he be not exceeding cautious; and for that 
cauſe I adviſe every young Surgeon. (asis ſaid) roſuſpe& himſelf, and 
warily to conſider chat the precious life of man ſo dependeth upon . the 
care, wiſdome, and artificial skill of the Surgeon in his work , as that 
upon a ſmall omiſſion or errour of forgettulneſſe, or bur a very little mi- 
ſtake, a man is ina moment ſlain by art, for want of art, whenit will be 


roo late for the Artiſt within himſelf,to ruminate of the things that moſt - 


conduced to the miſchief; and upon all occifions, or omiffions whatſo- 
ever befalling the Artiſt, let him ever be fearful and careful of cntring 
roo deep, for fear of wounding, or but ſcratching of the ( Dara CI a- 
zer 6 for thoſe tranſgreſſions often produce feartull accidents and 
deadly. 

Again, aSin ſpeaking elſe-where of the uſe of the Tr4pan I have men- 
tioned, let every Artiſt be very well adviſed and tully reſolved of the juſt 
neceſſity of the ule of the-Tr«par, and ſoof this Inftrument, before he at- 
rempt toule ir, and nor lightly upon ſuggeſtions, or for vain oſtentation 
ſake, norabove all, for baſe lucres ſake, ro put his patient upon the uſe 
of cirher of them, tor thar ic is apparent, many great concufſions, depreſ- 
ſions, yea and ſome fractures are cured without any ſuch Inſtrument; T 
have ſomerimes alſo obſerved, that young Surgeons upona raſhneſle of 
their opinion, and now and then, for fooliſh vain glory and oftentati- 


on ſake, have been overforward in that point, of putting themſelves . 


upon the work of piercing the Cranium, not artending the true time of 
nature,and by waiting to ſce what ſhe can or will perform of her ſelf,asin 
eruth he ought ro do, for thar the Surgeon being natures hand- maid, not 
her guide, ought judiciouſly ro attend her Criſis, and to procced by the 
advifes of ancient grave Artiſts, thar are experienced Surgeons in thoſe 
works ; for ſometimes there are dangerous ſymptomes that ceaſe, with- 
out the uſe of the Tropay or Trafine, by making of .a wound , or by the 
onely competent enlarging of the wound, in which work it is good ro 
be very ſurein the-making inciſion upon the head, that he do well divide 
the Pericrenium (0 far as he intends to ſet his Trafine, at the leaſt wherc- 
ſoever there is cauſe of enlarging or incifing any wound of the head for 
the Trsfine, or otherwiſe for the onely dividing that Membrexe, is in ma- 
ny caſes ſufficient, and ſerveth inſtead of the intended work of piercing 
the Crazium: and further rouching inciſion obſerve, that as too {all in- 
ciſion is not good, that the Surgeon ever have regard to preſerve the 
beauty of nature as much as may be ; as ſuppoſe ir were in any part of 
the face, to make roo Jarge an inciſion there, eſpecially when ir falleth our 
to be near the remporal muſcles, or on the forchead. 

Now a word or two more, and an end of that buſineſle , concernin 
the Trafine, and I will conclude,therc is yet a neceſſary Inftrument, whic 
of a kind of neceſſity, oughtto be at hand whenſoeyer the Trefize is put

hand to be paſſed to and fro upon that moſt tender panicle , I mean the 

Durs Mater ) thereby to bring away any ſmall erofions, ſcrapings,duft, 

pills of bones, or whatelſe ſoever _ be imagincd,could give offence 
to that moſt ſenſible and noble Panicle. 

This, with the premiſes well had in regard, I leave the young Artif 
to Gods bleſſing, and conclude this Chapter with a loving admonition 
to the younger ſort of my brethren, for their imitations ; that like as 
our blefſed Saviour ſaid to his Diſciples, in his ſpiritual Diſcipline to 
them, when he ſent them forth intothe world, to preach the glad rydings 
of ſalvation, he admoniſhed them,and no doubr infuſed power ſufficient 
into them, to be wiſe as Serpents, and innocent or harmleſle as Doves, 
and withal, willed them to beware of men; and even the like premonis+ 
tion dol give to my Brechreo ofthe younger ſorr, concerning the grear 
truſt of the precious lives and limbs of men, referred to their skill,rruft,and 
care, and namely, that they with theurmoſt that in them is, and even as 
they would anſwer it before their living God, who ſeeth not as men ſee, 
that with innocent hearts, they withour any ſiniſter ends, truly and faith- 
fully perform their charge, in healing thoſe whom they take into 

cure, and charge, and that inthe obedience, and in the fear 
of God , their innocence may appear before 
God, and be witneſled by their

himfelf, or by others be eſteemed, to give a ſuf ficient reaſon, with 
x7 4 general and methodical Cure for that moſt contagious, neyſome, and killing 

ſeaſe of the Peſtilence, for that it is apparent it paſſeth mans wit to compre- 
hend or to avoid the moſt ſubtile invaſions and aſſautts thereof, as baving in it 
(aliquid divinum ) to be confider:d of , it being one of the three great and 
terrible Arrowes of the Almighty, whereby according to his Divine Will he 
hath uſually cut off ſinners from off the Earth almaſt in all 4ges, a1din all Ne 
$10ns, 45 we may gather , and i at large read in boly Scriptares, and inthe Wri- 
tings of Fe men, and daily experience declares no leſſe; all which, for brevi- 
ty, 1 will omit here torep'at. . 

And his moſt uſual great and fearful Arrowes declared, are Wars, Famine, 
axd Pcftilence; and the moſt merciful of theſe three, which the Prophet David 
choſe, was the Peſtilence : which, although his mighty, fearfal, and terrible 
hand br in it ;, yet for 4s mach a his mercy is exceeding great, yea, over all his 
works, and that he hath not forbidden, bmt given ws leave, wil wnder ftanding, 
and ſome judgement, to make uſe of all lawfal means to preſerve our frail bodies 
in health by all our beft endeavour ſo long 4s we traft chiefly on his mercy,in the 
uſe of the means. 

In regard whereof, 1 weighing with my ſelf how juſt and needful a thing it is 
at all tim: s, but chiefly in contagious times, for all men, eſpecially for men of my 
calling, 10 ſhew their endavonrs for the os nat onely of themſelves, but alſo of 
their Chriflian Brethren, as well by direfTions as by preſervative and curative 
Medicines ; 1 eftcemed it not amiſſe, by this following weak Treatiſe, to ſhew 
forth the fruits of my many years experience, emo {ny general knowledge of 
this diſeaſe, as alſo the beſt means I ha# experiencedboth for the preventing and 
caring of the ſame, when and where ccafion may be offered, either Domeſtick, 
Marine, or Military, And firſt, as by the way,take it into your conſideration, 
that this diſeaſe boldeth not one certain rule, figare,nor order in ſeiJing on mans 
body, no, hor in one audihe ſame houſe or family ; neither are men generally 
taken ſick alike, no, nor diretFly,as in other times of the Plague they heave been, 
bat each tive of Contagion hath different aſſau(ts, aud difference in the ſymp- 
tomes.

Of the precedent and acridemall ſignes of the Plague. 


The precedent and accidential fignes notable in the Diſeaſe of the 
Plague, are variousand uncerraine, becauſciin truth they are ſeldome 
in any one perſon as in another, but to ſpeak, as of the moſt general 
firſt appearance of the Plague, it beginneth cold, and with painin the 
head and Rtomach, and ſometimes in the backe, and if fo, ther it is 
commonly taken for an Apue,and therefore ar firſt little feared. 

Again, ſome begin to complain of pain in the backe, and ſuch 
kinds of beginning, are more generally hopetul of healing then, when 
it beginneth hot (in my opinion) in ſome alſo- it beginneth hor, with 
pain and giddineſſe of the head, and pain in the ſtomach : others ar 
the firſt ſtroak op rouch, find a general diſcouragement and weak- 
neſſe overall the whole body , others ar the firſt being rakenin the 
head; their ſenſes are ſtupified and dulled : - in-others it beginneth with 
a raging and fierce fevour , ſo thattheir countenance is changed, their 
ſpeech fayling, or fainting, their eyes ſtrangely turning ro and fro, in a 
fearcful manner. |: ' 

Again, others complaine of an extraordinary pain, with extreame

OW. | 

Another cauſe is, when asthe virall ſpirits in any member are 
obſtructed, ſuffocated, and finally extinguiſhed , by reaſon of ſome 
obdurate , ſchirrous hardneſle and conſtipation ofthe Veines , arte- 
rics or pores of the skin, as in venemous or peſtilential Apoſtumes 
or Carbuncles is ofcen ſeen, ſo that little or none of the venemous 
marrer conteined in the Apoſtume or venemous tumour, can be 
digeſted or receive diſcuſſion , nor be broughtto ſuppuration by apr 
Medicines, whereby Nature being above her ſtrength oppreſſed, and 
Art not ſufficiemly ſuccouring , a Gengrere is produced. 

Another cauſe may be by extreame ftrong ligature, through the 
indiſcretion ofunworthily termed Artiſts, or of uncxpert Artiſts,

delivered whole out of the Hoſpital, notwithſtanding whatſoever their

poor Patient grew more and moreluſty and cheartul;and to conclude, 
in the ſpace of 10. weekes,he was pertely healed, and being then 
ſound and luſty, gave thanks to the Governour of the Hoſpital, in full 
payment ofhis cure, and fodeparted ftom the Hoſpital upon a leg of 
wood, he then being fair and far, and very formal, the which bleifing 
of health ro the poor man, and light of knowledge, by that experience 
to me, did put me.in mindof my daty in juſt thankfulnefſe to Ggd, 
and alſo it animated me further co proceed in the like praftice updn 
many others, which ſince that time, I have with good ſucceſfe ,*to 
Gods glory, inthe ſame manner well healed ; Ithenalſo began with 
my ſelf ro conſider, and as it wereto queſtion the reaſon, why this lat- 
ter Ape of ours, conſiſting of more pregnant wits then former Ages, 
and that by good reaſon their judgments ſhould in Art farre exceed 
the former, as having had the experience,light, knowledge, and exam- 


- ples fromall the precedent Ages; Ifay, I wondred they ſhould fo 


clean have loſt, or omitted and paſled by ſo worthy a work of practice 
as the aforeſaid was, it being of ſuch good conſequence in a Com- 
mon-wealth, and toler *p in oblivion, yea, and not only ſo, but al- 
ſo to brand ir with pitiful inhibitions , and conjeRured ſlanders, and 
unfeaſablenefſe, for I cannot ſee how any man can juſtly ayerre a rule, 
ro be ſo punRual, or ſo generally abſojute; that it may admit no exx 
ception, for even.this ſo ancient and great a rule, F hope the. Reader 
will acknowledge is confuted, or anon will fully be by apparent pra- 


\ Rice, and commonexperience,(as namely)one way, if the Reader do 


but call ro mind the workes of Gale, a late worthy Writer, he may 
fiad that he affirmes, and by ſound arguments well maintaines, that 
wounds made by Gun-ſhot were not venemous, as divers ancienz 
Writers formerly bad affirmed; andif fo, how ſtands ir then, thar 
the' ampuration, of ſphacelated members,, proceeding by Wounds 
made with Gun-ſhor, nat venemous ,thatthe ampuration of ſuch per- 
formed inthe wounded or mortified parts, ſhould of themſelves be 
ſo poyſonous or venemous, that the whole hody ſhould ſuffer there- 
by ? but ſuppoſe one ſhould affirm jc were ſo, - yer the contrary by 
true, and yet viſible practice, is apparent, and co be proyed;; yea , 
and tyrther by gaodpratice ,. amputation in the mortified part; . is 
experienced to RL Tg .practice.in more 'venemous' caſes ,/ theg in 
Gur-ſbor: for my {elfdilmembred gyoung man of a leg, inthepurrid

ing Rrong of her {clf, havecaſt it off, doth no way indanger the life of Mortified fleſs 


the Pacient,no not in the leaſt, and this is very familiarly known, and 


daily almoſt obſerved, or may be obſerved to be, and that it doth nox */: of tbe Pati 


a all prejudice that which is ſound, the which may be often ſeen in ®* 
poor people, men, women and children, but moſt commonly in poor 
children, who by Gangrenes upon their toes, whole fret, fingers, 
and hands , yea, and ontheirlegges, and arms, proceeding of cold, 
or by weakneſfe ofnature, where ſuſtenance, dyer, and natural warmth 
is wanting, doth no way overthrow the body, for that the ſaid parties 
of indigent and poor being, brought into an Hoſpital in London or elſe- 
where, wherethat there is no need of competent food, and warmth, 
nature of her ſelf being holpen by the onely adminiſtration of food 
and warmth, wich ſmall, or ſometimes no help of Art at all , Nature 
doth of her ſelf exfoliate. and caſt off the part putrid, from the whole 
part, by a ſcparation in Nature, wichour offending or indangering the 
parts thereunto adjacent ar all. 

And 1 my {elf may truly ſay, have from more then a hundred pere 
ſons, cut off from ſome alegge , yea, both the legges, a hand, a foor, 
a toe ar toes, anarm, a finger, &c. of ſuch roiten members, being 
all diſmembred in the rotten parr, of which not one hath dyed in the. 
Cure, ncicher hath che mortification ſpread it ſelf any further at all, ma. 
ny of which, if occaſion were , I could produce , at this time of pen- 
ning this relation, I dare affirm twenty 4 living witneſles , and alſo 
I have had ſometimes old folkes , and young children , which onely 
by weaknefſe, and for want of food competent , deficiency in nature, 
as aforeſaid, their limbs have gangrenatcd, and ſome of theſe, if no 
help had bin at hand , would have fallenoff, yea, and of ſome my. 
ſcit have pinched off fingers , and ſawedaſunderthegreater bones, 
when all the fle;h was by nature ſeparated , rotred, and fallen away 
of ir ſelf , and yetthat rotten , ſtincking , or cadaverous part, did no 
way infethe ſound, otherwiſe then by the ſtinck , and the cruth 
hereof each Artiſt in praRice may not deny, and can fairly witnefle; 
then if granted, away with the conjeRural ſuppoſition , rhat the ſpha- 
celated part hath any property aRive, or faculty in it ſelf , ro corrupt 
othed{viſe then each other cadaverous thing hath, namely, by his Fe- 
rour, in want of being removed , it may noyſomly be offenfive , bur 
not to the height , as to kill the Patient : And yet I will belicve per 
contra, that neither the one nor the other way of amputation, no not 
with all the art of man can ſave from the grave, by any ampurarion 1n * 
Mmm 2 | | ſome 
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ſome cafes , which, although by all men muſt be granced, yer the 

praQice of ampucating in the purrid part muſt be held good: as for 

example , which I trouble your patience with , about 14. yeares paſt, 

there was a Miniſter , named MH. PoFon, a Reacerin the Chappel of 

For example. 5artons Hoſpital , in Londen, who had a corn upon one of his little 
coes , thattronbled him , he being otherwiſe at that. time in perfe& 
health', and himſclfar evening going to bed , pared the ſaid cornwith 
his penknife, rhatir bled a little, as he himſelf faid , bor within a few 
honres after, his coe pained him very much, and grew to be inflamed 
inthe morning his foor was wholly diſcoloured , and gangrenated, 
and the Patient, with the violent fiercenefle of a ſudden Feaver , by the 
pain then upon him , was wholly diſtrated, andin a delirium , which 

' continued till the next day at night, and then be dycd: and this.man 
was immediately before that accident , a man in perfe& health, and of 
an extraordinary great ſtrength of body., yea, and wanted not the 
learned advice of the Phyſician ; onely he had a full corpulent body, 
and wasa very large feeder ſothat to ſuch a patienc.:ſo fiercely viſited, 
I cannot conceive how any amputation, of what ſort foever, conld 
have ſuccoured to have ſaved his life, for that in my opinion,the whole 
maſſe of the blood and ſpirits , were tainted and ſubjugared by an ex- 
eccding fcar, before help could rake place : many other reaſons I have 
elſewhere inſtanced of impoſſibiliries , or urficnefſe in my judgement 
ro injoyn any Artiſt to obſerve any one particular way, courſe or or- 
der of amputation , for that the occafions of the Gangrexes, ſo much 
do differ , onely as elſewhere is recited for the facihey thereof , and 
for theſaving of blood and ſpirits , I have thought fit co commend to 
your conſideration this new method, as to the diſcretion of the Artiſt 
ſhall be eſtecmed fir. ; I, 

Alſol have obſerved , thatin ſurfcited delicate bodies of great per- 
ſonages , ſuch as are over-pomper'd with pleaſure, caſe, and fulnctle , 
it by any way or accidents ſuch happen to have a Gangrene, ſcldome 
one of them eſcapeth death, eſpecially if they be ancient , and have 
the dropfie , or Scorbute , and onthe contrary , amongſt thoſe which 
are weak , poor, indigent and miſerable people , which have bin 
by long continued ulcers, fiſtulaes , or other grievous maladies ſpear 
to extream weakneſle , although ſeeming half dead before the work 
begin , ſcarce twooften dye amongſt them, upon ampuration , if 
the work be judiciouſly, and ina fir way anda1me performed ; for I by 
praQice have often obſerved, that where an infirmity hath pulled 
down a Patient low, and almoſt paſt hope of recovery, eſpecially if 

+ the diſcaſc proceeded by any ontward violence , that ſuch bodies have 
bin by my experience found to be generally moſt hopeful ot recovery, 
either by amparation in the one or the other kind ,- as the occsſion will 
moſt firteſt bear ; and onthe contrary, perſons that are co be diſmem- 
bred in full ſtrength , if it be to be ated inthe ſound part, bear a far. 
preater venture of their lives, then the miſerable dejced wretches & 
as aforeſaid , except it can be effeRed in the putrid part. > 
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And one obſervation more, to be by all mea had inregard ; name- 
ly, thatour Godin Naturchath created in mans body ſuch a ſtrong 
antipathie berwixtthe living and the dead parts thereof, that when 
by any violence in Nature, eithec by diftemperaturg from within , 
reſtified by Feavours Peſtilential, or ochers, or by che outward vio- 
lence of Engines of Warre, or other incident miſchances, as by Fra- 
Qures , Contuſions , 8c. whereby one part or limb of mans body 
becommeth ſphacelated and dead: before the. other , it.,is' atanifett}, 
thac the living parts do as it were , either in fear or diſdain gf che dead 
parts , or for ſome other ſecret cauſe in Nature , (though no withour 
great pain and grief )notably withdraw themſelves each fromthe other, 
as in diſdain, leavihgneither warmth, nor at all any comfort, mo- 
tion , nor ſenſe ,-cithet by blood or ſpirits, or ought elſe moving 
in the dead Veines, Nerves, nor Arteries , neither any ſenſe in the 
Perioſteon , tha ſenſible Panicle that coveretb the bones ; bur as by a 
compariſon of a Snail may in part be explained, they wholly wil 
draw themſelves : for- the Snail having , by the vertue of narur 
warmth ,. {tretched her ſelf our of her ſhell , either for her neceſlicy , 
nouriſhment , or delight, in'a moment apprehending cold, or dan- 
ger , retyres into her ſhel], and with all her force , by her own ſlime, 
ſhuts her ſelf cloſe upagain , and ſo reſts her ſelf in a ſuppoſed ſafety, 
with her no doubt content ; even ſoall the living inſtruments , fa- 
cultics , or veſſ:ls of Nature, as ina nauſeous diſdain ,'contempt , 
or fear ofche d:ad parts, forſake the ſphacelared parts, * and leave 


- them utterly Ceſperate and'imporent , and by vertue of the Radical . 


Balſam of N iture contracts and ſhrowds her reli& living parts, as Ar- 
tiſts may judge by the mortified roes of children ; but much the bercer, 
where Artis at hand to aid Nature, fo that thereby the dead parts 
become as anoylome and heavy burthento the living parts: ſo as if 
you wound the ſphacelated part, ir is not onely ſenſcleſſe, bur alſo ir 
is without bload or ſpirits ar all , neither doth blood or humours run 
any more, nor ſo much as move inthe ſphacelated or purrid Veines 
at all; and whileſt lively Nature is(as aforcſaid)ſhutting her dead cne- 
my out of her living doores , by ſtopping up all che breaches, thar 
ſh: may hold che rdi& of her own, if animal Art have not the cha» 
riry to take her dead enemy from her: yet viral agility , afſiſted by 
natural motion and will, in his due”time doth efficiate wha: fairly 
can beexpected, forthe aſſiſting of Nature', and ſupplying alldefes 
procceding ex intemperiez all which excellent offices in Nature , no 
queſtion , proceed de praſciencia Dei. |

Here f6loweth a brief relation of amputation, or of diſmems- 
bring in general , but more particularly, being for the 
raking off of members in the rottes or mortified pla- 

-;.-4;66s; which ha'h in many caſes been approved by the 
= CAwhenr thereof, by his own 
long experience. 

YOr brevity ſake, in this place, I will not ſpend time to write of 
Þucgencn oncics, cauſes , or reaſons, that might urge the 
amputation of any member , having elſewhere written ſome- 
what ther:of ; onely my. intent, for the preſent, is to aquaint the 
younger ſort with my long experienced praQtice, for the manner of 
difmembring in a morc:fi-d part, where juſt cauſe is offered :* having 
undertakcen it mcerly for the publique good, by informing the youn- 
ger ſort of Surgeons, as well for their incouragements in the ſafe and 
warrantable putting in praRice my paQtical Method therein, as alſoto 
ſhew and fore- warn them from being over-much mil-led, in the in- 
ſiting upon old errours and traditions of their Maſters, Patrons, and 

Predecefſours,. roo punRually ; As for example: 

Suppoſe the younger Surgeon in conſultation with his Friend or 
Brother Surgeon , by way of asking advice, ſhould pur the caſe and 
ſay z I have a Patient that hath the toes of his feet putrefied , fiſtula- 
red, and many wayes perforated with foul bones therein, fo that it 
is unſound even almoſt ro the joynts of the ankle , or the like, and I 
have endeavoured by Art, and with advice the beſt I can; to heal 
him, and cannot prevail in the Cure : Wherefore, ſince the tocs of 
the foot cannot be cured, the reſt of che foot, as unproficable, were, 
as I ſuppoſe , beſt to be taken away , and noleſle of the legge allo ; 
for it will be bur a hinderance to the Patient, conſidering that he can- 
not ſtand thereon, and is full of grievous pain ; I will therefore con- 
clude, according to.cuſtome., to take all off a little below the Garter- 
ing place, leaving a fit room for the ſtilt, ro reſt the body upon : 
The which his ſaid friend admitrerh of, as good practice; and fo he 
proceedethtorhe work, as being a rational and fair courſe, and war- 
rantable. If he reſt of his ſuggeſtion or indications be anſwerable 
unto the aforeſaid allegation , the work is doubtleſſe good ; and fo I 
my (lf would heretofore have done, untill my praQtice taught me 
betrer things : but now , by my own price , which I much rather 
would ground on, then upon (ipſe dixit) I take a ſhorter courſe :

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For,if.the bones of the toes of the feet onely were foul, fiſtulated;&c. 
3 is ſuggeſted, yea, and theretore incurable, for ſo ſtands che ſugge- 
ſtion, as being ſo by reaſon of ſome great contuſion, wound, or ulcer, - 
ot otherwiſe, as aforeſaid, with divers fragments of fonl bones in 
them, orthelike ; I would not proceed as aforeſaid, if the Patient 
were mine,and he or ſhe otherwiſe of agood habic of body,the joynts 

ofche ankle it ſelf nor being fiſtuſared, nor plainly corrupred : but ra- 


cher I would rake off the foor, I meanthe toes onely , before the - nee} oe- 
joynts of the ankle, and ſparethe joynt of the ankle, and that with a **** 


ficting Inſtrument made forthe purpoſe, with good hope to effeRt the 
cure, and to ſave the joynrt, tothe great joy and good ſervice of the 
Pacienc.: for I wonld ſave him a part of che foot to ſtand upon; yea, 
andif to ſtand on, I dare ſay, to go on ina reaſonable manner: the 
which I have more then once put in praQtice, and cfteRed with good 
ſacceſſe: but on the other fide, if that the joynt of theankle be diſ- 
caſed, ſothat this my way will not eake good effeR, chen 1 will yield

way : alchough, onche other, ade, a Patienc fic for ſucha tryal of Arr 
ought to be one, who by a violent contuſion, as of a wound made by 
Gun-ſhax, or ſome other violence, as a violent bruiſe by an intolcrable 
weight had ſpoyled the foot and ankle, and not any one whoſe diſcaſc- 
procceded from any evill habit inthe.blood, as ina body having Sirs- 
ma, or {crupulous tumours, fat there is ſmallhope in ſuch, for cheir

As for example, for the 
offence or diſeaſe of thexoes, ler onely the cocs ſuffer , and no 'more 
of the members of the body be loſt, ifit may ſo'be: and for-the 
offence ofthe foot and joynt thereof, if it be intolerable by excee- 
ding pain , and therefore noe to be ſuſtained, it is juſt, char ſo much 
be amputated as deſerveth expulſion, and nor, as is ſaid, totake away 
2 ſound and blamelefle legge , when it is innocent and free from 
fault, errour , or _— a ” the pyroonny of each evan of mans 
body, and namely of « ge, is highly even in humanity ro be 
ane by and modes ; being a great honour and cqmfort ro hs man, 
when , if withont a foot, by the help of Art, namely , ofa hollow 
Caſe, or the like, with-an artificial foot adjoyned , aman may de- 
cently and comely walk, and ride, go overa ſtile, yea , and runne, 
and fit treighr, and behave himſelf man like ina Bed, and at board, 
and do good ſervice for the defence of his Countrey, or of himſelf: in 
regard whereof, I ſhould efteem that Artiſt a very unworthy,nnwile, 
and wilſull perſon, who by any good meanes could keep a profitable 
of any member untaken off, and would preſume to take it'awa 
or any reaſon or pretence whatſoever ; and beſides, itis no ſmall 
diſhonour tothe Art of Surgeryr Wherefore I will conclude this 
point , in perfwaſive manner admoniſhing young Surgeons, as I have 
recited elſewhere , well to be adviſed by counſel of the moſt anci- 
ent and beſt experienced Artiſts , before they undertake any ampu- 
tation whatſocyer ;. and not to think themſelves to be diſparaged , 
by craving counſell, but rather graced thereby ; following rhe pre- 
cepts of tharſweet Zily, in the Preface of his Grammar : vo

though you may pretend you have Art for a ſufficient warrant,or for 
a Buckler leſt God gouch your bearts for ic in ſecrer,, who ſeeth not'ss 
men ſecsfor the arcifieial ſhedding of blood hath no warrant nor en+ 
couragement wruten in Gods book; wherefore in matters of weightbe 
nox too raſh, but be adviſed by counſel; this my ſecond declaration of 
am- 
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arputation was, as elſe-wherc is recired , chic fly publiſhcd to encou- 
ragethe taking off of amember inthe putrid 'or dead part; whete a 
circular putrid part is, notwithſtanding the praQice I well know, is 


by many ancient and modern Writers inhibited , as alſo ir hath by "ap A a 
reaſon of old tradition, been generally ſhunhed, andinot ſo much as 0x3, amd

been attempted in ovr times , and yer nevertheleſſe , ſome of the an- 
cient Wriccrs , as Falepins , Fabritias, de aqpa pendente , Johannes de 
YVige, and'ſome others, as they themſelves affirm , have uicd ic with 
good ſucceſſe, although by readingtheir workes I obſerve by their 
method, that they were rather narrators one from anothe, then truly 
actors; but be it as it will, this one comfort the Surgeon ſhall be 
ſureto find thereby ,he ſhall no way endanger his patient in that courſe, 
either by loſlc of blood or ſpirits, nor ſhall the Patient endure any pain 
at all in the a@ of amputation afrer that way, and rhe praRice is good 
and warrantable in divers, yea, inmoſt caſes, as hereafter I ſhall ex- 
plain, and as my felt of many yeares experience may boldly affirm, 
and ic is likewiſe bencficial tor che Common-wealth, and for a crue 
inſtance of the truth thereof, I have many of my Paticnts ſo diſmem- 
bred at che writing hereof, living and in perfc health,(I mean)which 
were diſmembred in the putrid part, and that upon ſome Patients on 
both the legges at one inſtant pertormed, amongſt which tryals I 
made of one legge, was in Ano Domirt 1617. Secondly, 1 had one 
Themas Brown, about CAnno 161g. a Sayler, who had received a great 
wound by Gun-ſhot at Sea upon the righe legge, the greater Foflels 


thereof being broken in ſunder , fo thar the ſhot had carried away ewo *"?* 


iaches of the ſaid bone in length, rogerher withthe lacerating the muſ- 
cles, nerves, Arccries, Veines, 8c. whereby it was ſo contuſed, lace- 
rated and torn aſunder, withalſo ſo much loſle of ſubſtance, that na- 
ture could nor bear to heatthar member ro be any way ſerviccable 
for ought; befides,there had followed upon the wound ſo great and 
intolerable hemorrage or expenceof blood and ſpirits, that the mem- 
ber mort fied by reaſon of the former great evacuations and contufi- 
ons, neither could nature in that Patient poſhbly have born a diſmem- 
bring in a whole part , without eminent _ of preſent death

younger Artiſt,and embolden him to the practice: that when] come 
cothe point of the operaxion it ſelf,he may be the readier for the aRing 
thereof; for, intruth, the mahod will be ſhort: ſo that a few words 
| will ſuffice to expteſſe ir, and a few inſtruments or medicaments for 
| the efficiating thereof. 
| ; Wherefore, for the firſt work of amputaring in the putrid part, let 
the empucating CE Surgeon have at band at theleaſt ewo or three miniſters or ſervants 
Swgm. - beſides himſelf, to affiſt him inthe work, as is heretofore ſaid : and 
| . -- asfor Medicines for the firſt dreſſing, let him have ready a good fo- 
mentation, being an artificial, ſtrong ,wel firred Lixiviam,- that may 
, have faculty abſterſive, deficcative, and almoſt cauſtick,” but not ſo 
ſharp, that it corrodethe hands of -the fomentor , ler him alſo" be 
provided with fir ligature, and. with large woollen Rtupes, alſo with 
ficting boulſtring and convenientbandage : [rhen ler him further have 
.ready for inſtruments, a fic amputating Serra, a Catling 'and a good 
ſmall inciſion Knife, a good pair of ſtrong Scizars, and three' or four 
.cauterizing inſtruments, ſuch asin their places ſhall be deſcribed: and 
when he proceedeth to the effeRing of the: inciſion, 1ct one of the 
aſſiſtants rake the upper part of the member; holding ir in both his 
hands reaſonable faſt and ieddy,I mean the whole part thereof,ſome- 
what necr untothe unſound parr;and let the: other helper hold the 
© orher:

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parr, I meanthe putrid part to be abſciſſed in his hand, cach party 
ROUIEE reaſonable hard and ſteddy ro the work , whileſt the Surgeon 
himſelf firſt by circumcifing divide the putrid fleſh fromthe bone do- 
ing ir ſomewhat necr the quick parr, bur not too neer it , about one 
inch-full from the quick part, as may be imagined , will dowel, that 
-with the Serrs he may come withour fear to divide the bone or bones 
alunder , where be is ſure they are ſphacelarcd, and. that carefully 
firſt , having regard ro make his inciſion wiſcly and ſecurely in'the 
inſenſible part, as is ſaid , not touching any quick part ar all' with 
bis ſharp inſtruments. neither with the one nor the other , which he 
may the certainer obſerve todo, if with a Needle he enquire cauti- 
ouſly. Let him alſo divide berwixt the bones the putrid members 
or parts there being, leſt by lacerating or tearing with the teeth of the 
Serr« he offend ; which done, let the Artiſt ampurace the bones. : 
And as for the reſt of the work , the putrid fleſh being (as is ſaid) 
divided , and bones being abſcifſed and fo removed , there will be 
admicted deliberation ſufficient , with full rime to conſider what is 
next to be done; the which will be, as in order, for diminution of 
the remaining excremental part, by abſcifon or uſtion , one or both, 
to remove, for the firſt , as much more thereof as ſafely you may 
from the ſtump, with not being over-ſolicicous in taking all at one 
time : for jn truth it matters not much , neicher doth ic any thing 
haſten the work of healing, thar all be at the firſt removed, bur 
rather , it may bring terrour and danger tothe Patient, to be roo buſic 
or too forward ; which by all means ſhould be avoided , for fear of 
inducing of a Feavour: onely it will not be-amiſfe , ar the firſt 
drefling , by cautery ſuperficially ro run over the purrid fleſh, and 
alſo therewith to heat the end of the bone or bones abſciſſcd; and 
alſo afterthar, with a good Lixiviem ſatis calidum with ſtupes well 
to foment not onely the ſphacelated wounded parts, bur alſo the 
partsadjacent , with ſuffcrable full warmth , for the ſpace of half an 
hourez not at all uſing any ſcarification inthis whole work , for that 
ic will bring terrour and needleſſe pain,and be fruitlefſe : which done, 
leave very warm. woollen ſtupes upon the party and ſo well bound 
op, finiſh that dreſſing. 

Then the next work,namely, art the ſecond drefling, will be onely 
the reiterating of the Artificial former ations and application, ever 
(as aforeſaid) very warm fomenting, being ſomewhat hot, and the 
Medicineever ſtill ready on the fire, and for the mortified part, 
onely to be applyed with a ſcalding hor ſmall Map , of purpoſe made, 
ora Spunge, and that with ſeveral and ofren ſhifrings and rcitera- 
tings for half an hour, orlonger ; provided, you diſcourage nor the 
Patient, by ſcalding or excoriating the whole 'parts next adjacent ar 
all : in whichtime , it will alſo be very neceflary;, that you have 
ready one or more of the cauterizing Buttons har, ro apply  betwixc 

, the fomaentings; as alſonot omitting , if occaſion ſerve, . wich Scizers 
or otherwilc, to be clearing any inſcn(ible ſloyghs from the wounded 
Ooo2 patt, 
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part: and forget not, at cach dreſſing, with a Bucton to heatthe end 
of che bone, untill the Patient be ſcnſible of the hear, and no longer , 
the Buttons being of ſuch formes, as hereafter in their places ſhall be 
deſcribed ; whereby the reſt of the putrid fleſh may by. degrecs be 
conſumed, eroded, abſciſſed, and fret away, as is ſaid. 

But in this work, let not the younger Artiſt preſume, ina work of 
ſupererogation, or over-excellency,to be too bufſie ro ſcorch, ſcarifie, 
or excoriate the ſenſible part, in prefling to rake away all what is putrid 
from the quick fleſb, nor ro cut or divide betwixt the quick-and the 
dead fleſh, for fear of awakening of a ſleeping dogge ; neither to pr«- 
yoke pain to the Patient atall, as neer as he can, further then what of 


 neceſſicy ſhall accede in fomenting, whereby to miniſter a full and ſufh- 


cient warmth to the whole parts, and no more, neither by extream 


| hor ſtupes, in fomenting the livigg part roo too hot, as is ſaid , nor by 


cauterizing ſo long, untill over-much pain be provoked: onely ler 
all the operations and applications for the dreflings, from time to 
time, be verygentle , mild, and pleafing, as may be poſlible , to 
the Patient , but eſpecially for the firſt dreſſing , that without any 
great ſenſible pain the Surgeon may come ſomewhat neer the ſenſible 
and living parts, ever mildly croding, clipping, and abſcinding onely 
the corrupt fleſh , and giving alively warmthto Nature z and in chis 
manner proceed thrice, if you ſce fitting, or at the leaſt ewice for 
every twenty four houres , or as in deſcretion the diſcrect Artiſt 
pleaſe, and ſo for three dayes and nights together in this work, or as 
long or ſhort a time as cauſe ſhall offer: And you ſhall not necd to 
uſe any cauterizing Buttons at all, afcer the firſt putrid ficth is exo- 
ded , onely one, and that at each dreiſing you may uſe ſomewhat 
hot unto the remaining dead end of the bone, therewith to cauſe the 
ſaid end of the remaining abſciſſed bone to (calethe ſooner : but after 
the ſecond or third dreſſing, it will be fir to.confider to apply ſome 
Unguent foyeant anddipgeſtive very warm. 

And as for further documemstouching artificial proceeding, in this 
Cure, I may as a ſuperfluous thing , and frivolous , forbrax any 
further narration to the diſcreet young Artiſt or Scholar in-Surgery, 
for that the reſt of the Cure will no way differ from the ordiuary way 
of the Cure of other ordinary Ulcers , bur will be healed with much 
celerity and comfort,, through Gods Favour, both ro the Surgeon 
and Patient. And for the bone, fear it not: for by the onely hea- 
ting themortified end thereof , ir will ſcatc off by that time the Ullcer 
be healed, andthat with fleſh incarnatcd apon the living part of it 
admirably,, and will in fitting time fiecarrize, and be perfedtly 
whole, ifche Surgeon will have patience with poor Nature in her 
weakneſſeto forbear, and not betoo buſic , eſpecially with Mineral 
Medicines ; all which I leaveto the diſcretion of cach underſtanding 


Artiſt : onely once more with-this Caveat , as: by reiteration, that 


forthe end of the ſtump, after thatic hath ſcaled, that tiz« Surgeon. 
be ſare to uſe no Mineral Medicine at all, as precipicate Y-1rjod , nor 
s any 
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any other , neither mixcd with Bafilicon, nor otherwife , but with 
gentle and ordinary Digeſtives, Mundificatives, Incarnatives, and 
the like gentle Deſiccatives, or at the urmoſt, Parum Ulaminis UH, 
if need/be :- , for that by experience I know , chat Mineral Mcdicines, 
asthey help to ſcale a bone, ſo they will ſurcly hclp ro defile even 
' che ſame bone again and again , and ſo make long work upon work ; 
the which is foul and hatefull for any Arriſt to be guilty of, char pro- 
fefſerh ro fear God z yea, and it is abominable co. be wirringly 
tainted with that-Devilliſh crime: for, ler reproach and many evill 
Curſes ever arcend apon that Surgeon, which willingly prolongeth 4 
healing , for which many an innocent Artiſt dayly ſtands accuſed | 
unjuſtly thereof: which guilt I adviſe all the Sonnes and ſucceſſo!s 
of Aſculapius may avoid, 'evenas they fear God, and defire a ble{- 
ſing from him upon their Labours, b 

And now to conclude}, concerning amputation aforeſaid , ſee it 
be done in requiſite time : For the omitting thereof, untill the blood 
and ſpirits be roo much ſpent, makerh often the ſucceſlt of the work 
doubrtfull and deſperate, eſpecially where itis to be ated upon the 
whole pare: forintruch, when the languiſhing Patient ſhall cruly 
ſay , Deficit 4nimws ; it will be too late for the Artiſt to ariſwer z Fam 
venio. And ſo I will take my leave at this prefent , concerning the 
manual part of the work, inampuraring in a mortified place: and for 
the doing of ic in the whole part, I referre the Reader ro what-I have

Moreover, thereare to be prepared ready: 1. Cauterizing Buttons, 
ſach as are following hereafter deſcribed, for the croding and fretting 
away of- the putrid , Cadaverous, or ſphactelated remainer after 
abſciſhon of the firſt part, and theſe cauterizing Buttons otight to be 
thicker then others, namely,more ponderous then thoſe, which uſually 
Surgeons uſe to cauterize the end of one or two veins or arteries, which 
| being otherwiſe not ſo ſerviceable for this kind of amputation or ope- 
ration, of which it were requiſite, that two or three were laid into the 
fire privately, to be hor, to do ſuch needful ſervices, as chat work of 
diſmembring requires, namely, they being hor, are co cauterize or 
erode (as is ſaid) the pucrid fleſh.
